■  French  donors  have  trans¬ 
planted  the  heart  of  a  man 
carrying  Aids  antibodies  into  a 
boy.  aged  17,  suffering  from 
heart  failure. 

1  “We  had  virtually  no  other 
choice.”  Professor  Pierre 
Huguenard,  of  the  HenriMon- 
dor  Hospital  in  the  Paris  suburb 
of  Creleil,  said  yesterday.  The 
body  of  the  donor,  who  had 
committed  suicide,  was  taken  to 
the  hospital.  '! 

“The  transplant  represented 
the  last  hope  for  this  young  man ! 
of  17  who  had  only  a  few  weeks 
to  live,”  he  said. 

Given  the  choice  between 
death  and  the  “absolutely 
minimal  risks”  of  the  boy 
developing  Aids,  the  transplant 
team'' had  not  hesitated.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Huguenard  said.

Magazines 
to  retain 
TV  listings 
monopoly

ITV  and  the  BBC  have  won 
narrowly  their  battle  to  prevent 
British  television  viewers  buy¬ 
ing  one  magazine  containing 
programme  details  for  all  four 
television  channels. 

The  casting  vote  of  Sir 
Godfrey  Le  Qnesne,  chairman 
of  a  Monopolies  and  Mergers 
Commission  investigation  into 
the  restrictions  on  programme 
listings  imposed  by  TV  Times 
and  Radio  Times,  decided  that 
the  practice  was  not  against  the 
pnblic  interest. 

All  seven  members  of  the 
panel  agreed  with  the  Office  of 
Fair  Trading  that  the  monopoly 
was  anti-competitive. 

Three  expressed  concern 
that  programme  information 
was  determined  by  the  pro¬ 
ducers  of  the  programmes 
rather  than  the  viewing  pnblic 
through  the  market  place,  a 
“dear  detriment  to  the  public 
interest”. 

The  majority  view  was  that  it 
was  impossible  to  say  what  the 
balance  of  advantage  and 
disadvantage  would  be  with  any 
new  system,  and  whether  the 
pnblic  interest  wonld  be  better 
served  than  at  present. 

The  decision,  was  a  surprise, 
notably  to  OFT  which  was 
convinced  that  its  earlier 
critical  investigation  of  the 
magazines  would  form  the  basis 
for  the  ending  of  the  restric¬ 
tions. 

In  evidence  to  the  Com¬ 
mission,  the  restrictions  were 
opposed  by  a  wide  range  of 
publishers,  including  News 
International,  which  said  that  it 
wanted  to  carry  extensive  week- 
in-advance  television  listings  in 
Saturday  editions  of  The  Times 
and  The  San,  and  sections  of 
comprehensive  listings  in  The 
Sunday  Times  and  New  of  the 
World .

Hurd  blames  crime 
not  social  disorder

Mr  Douglas  Hurd,  the  Home 
Secretary,  will  discuss  with 
Cabinet  colleagues  this  morning 
the  best  way  to  investigate  the 
Handsworth  riot  but  almost 
certainly  caution  against  a  full- 
blooded  Scarman-style  inquiry. 

With  leaders  of  the  Social 
Democratic  Party.  Labour,  and 
Liberal  parties  stepping  up  their 
demand  for  an  unrestricted 
public  and  judicial  inquiry.  Mr 
Hurd  went  out  of  his  way 
yesterday  to  emphasize  the 
criminal  aspect  of  the  troubles 
and  indicated  a  thorough 
judicial  investigation  would 
serve  little  purpose- 

“Adl  this  ground  has  been 
ploughed  over  quite  a  lot  and  I 
am  not  sure  there  is  a  lot  of 
good  soil  to  be  turned  up,”  he 
said.

Dusk-to-dawn  curfews  and 
orders  to  slay  out  of  the 
Birmingham  riot  area  of  Hands' 
worth  were  imposed  on  more 
than  40  men  and  youths  by 
magistrates  yesterday,  when  the 
first  groups  to  be  arrested 
during  two  days  of  looting, 
arson  and  attacks  on  the  police 
appeared  before  courts. 

Fighting  broke  out  in  the 
foyer  of  Birmingham's  law 
courts  as  large  numbers  of 
relatives  and  supporters  arrived 
for  ihc  appearance  of  64  white, 
black  and  Asian  men  and 
women  to  face  charges  of 
burglary,  attacking  the  police 
and  public  order  offences. 

As  the  first  man  to  appear. 
John  Sheen,  aged  28.  from 
A sion.  was  sent  to  prison  for  28 
da>s  for  .throwing  bricks, 
punches  were  exchanged  and 
scuffles  followed  in  the  foyer 
outside  as  police  tried  to 
prevent  a  man  entering  the 
already  crowded  court. 

At  least  20  other  people 
joined  in  and  the  fight  spilled 
across  the  crowded  floor  and  on 
to  the  outside  steps.  Several 
policemen  fell  to  the  ground  but 
more  officers  who  were  on  duty 
inside  and  outside  the  court 
brought  the  disturbance  under 
control.  Court  proceedings  were 
interrupted  for  nearly  10  min¬ 
utes  and  three  men  were 
arrested. 

Mrs  Rosemary  Radford, 
chairman  of  the ’bench,  told 
Sheen,  one  of  only  two  people 
whose  cases  were  fully  dealt 
with  yesterday:  “This  sort  of 
behaviour  cannot  be  condoned 
bj  anybody  in  this  court  or  this 
city". 

Sheen  had  pleaded  guilty  to 
threatening  behaviour.  The 
court  was  told  that  he  had  been 
arresicd  for  throwing  bricks  in 
Handsworth  on  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon. 

Most  of  the  accused  were 
from  the  Birmingham  inner  city 
area.  They  included  at  least 
three  women  and  a  juvenile. 

Magistrates  remanded  1 1 
people  in  custodj  and  released 
JN  on  bail  on  condition  that 
those  that  did  not  live  in 
Handsworth  staved  out  of  the 
area.  Forty-five  of  those  were 
ordered  additionally  to  stav 
indoors  from  7pm  to’  7am,  Only 
three  people  were  allowed 
unconditional  bail.

Burning  of 
straw  ‘not 
facing  ban’

Farmers  had  responded  well 
to  the  Government's  challenge 
to  find  an  alternative  to  straw 
burning.  Lord.  Belsiead.  Minis¬ 
ter  of  Stale  at  the  Ministry  oi 
Agriculture.  Fisheries  and  Food, 
said  yesterday. 

Speaking  at  the  biennial 
cultivations  and  straw  disposal 
exhibition,  near  Huntingdon, 
Cambridgeshire,  he  made  it 
clear  that  the  Government  was 
not  at  present  contemplating  a 
ban.  although  if  there,  were  a 
disaster  it  would  obviously  have 
to  think  again. . 

There  .were  occasions  and 
places  where  it  was  not  feasible 
to  incorporate  chopped  straw 
into  the  soil  and  where  con¬ 
trolled  burning  was  the  only 
practicable  answer,  he  said. 

Attendances  at  the  exhibition 
are  only  a  fraction  of  those  in 
1983  as  most  farmers  are.  taking 
advantage  of  the  dry  "iveather  to 
catch  up  on  harvesting.  Many 
fields  are  still  uncut  and  in  most 
areas  bunting  and  ploughing 
have  barely  begun. 

Mr  Peter  Redman,  of  the 
Agricultural  Development  and 
Advisory  Service  (Adas),  said 
that  in  spite  of  all  the- new 
machinery  on  display,  probably 
the  best  way  of  disposing  of 
straw  was  still  the  long-estab¬ 
lished  mould-board  plough.

and  the  upkeep  of  footpaths  and 
■bridleways  not. only  improved 
the  countryside  for  local  people 
and  .  visitors '  but’  also  were 
iabour-intensive  tasks. 

Sir  Derek  echoed  test  week’s 
report  by  the  Centre  for  Policy 
Studies  by  declaring  that  con¬ 
servation  was  not  the  enemy  of 
jobs  but  quite  foe  opposite. 

But  the  kinds  of  development 
best  for  conservation  wore  also 
those  that  were  in  the  main  best 
for  the  rural  economy.  Large- 
scale  developments  such  as 
roads,  airports  and  quarries 
were' more  likely  to  damage  the 
rural  environment  and  the 
employment  benefits  foey- 
brooght  were  usually  short¬ 
lived.

•A  pathologist  ga've  a  -warning 
yesterday  that  people  wanting 
to  lose  weight  *  dramatically 
should  seek  medical  super¬ 
vision  after  hearing  at  an 
inquest  that  a  -mother-of-two 
had  reduced  her  calorie  intake 
"to  near  starvation  ’lever’  on  a 
slimmcr’sdiet.- 

Mr  Robert  Davies. .  the 
coroner,  recorded  a  verdict  of 
death  by  misadventure -on  Mrs 
Lesley  Eaton,  aged  29.  of 
Elizabeth  -  A vehue.  -  Droitwich, 
Worcester,  who  -  died  in  her 
sleep  of  heart  failure  last  May 
alter  losing  5st  4oz,  almost  a 
third  of  her  body  weight,  in  five 
months. 

"I  am- satisfied  that  the  diet 
has.  in  fact,  caused  her  death." 
Mr  Davies  told  the  inquest 
\cstcrday  after  hearing  evidence 
from  Dr  Geoffrey  Smith, 
consultant  pathologist  at  Wor¬ 
cester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Dr  Smith  told  the  inquest 
that  Mrs  Eaton  had  lost  too 
much  weight  too  quickly  for 
someone  of  her  build.  She  was 
hft  tin  and  slimmed  from'  l-7st 
7lb  to  1 2st  3oz. 

“It  is  my  opinion  that 
someone  as  tall  and  as  well- 
built  as  she  must-have  reduced 
her  calorie  intake  to  near- 
starvation  level  to  lose  that 
much  weight  in  such  a  short 
time",  he  said.  ' 

The  evidence  showed  that 
Mrs  Eaton,  "an  essentially 
healthy  woman",  suffered  heart 


■failure.  “Ijq.  my  opinion  death 
was  .  due  Jp  cardiac  ..failure, 
due  to  :  malignant  cardiac 
nrhythmias-T  due  to'  inappro¬ 
priate  diet".  Dr- Smith  told  the 
inquest '  ' 

Mrs  Eaton’s'  -,  husband 
Michael.  agcd_  45.  said  his  wife 
had  been  following  a  summer’s 
diet,  and  had  seemed  to  be  in 
good  health.  But  he  found  his 
wife  dead  '"in  bed  after  the 
children.,  complained  that 
"mummy  "wasn't  very  well”. 


between  30  and' 35.  grammes  of 
protein.

He  said  death 
from  slimming  was  now  very

After  the  hearing  Dr  Smith 
said:  “If  people  are  going  to  diet 
drastically  there  should  be  some 
supervision.  Sometimes  people 
overdo  it." 


•  Mrs  Eaton's  diet  was  inad¬ 
visable  on  two  accounts:  she 
lost  weight  too  quickly,  a  loss  of 
2lb  per  week  should  be  the  limit 
for  people  dieting  without  close 
medical  supervision*  and  she 
continued  with  a  crash  diet 
which  was  nutritionally  inad¬ 
equate  for  too  -long  (Our 
Medical  Correspondent  writes). 


Dr  Denis  Craddock,  author 
-of  the  British  Medical  Associ¬ 
ation's  Summer's  Guide,  said 
the  greatest  danger  with  crash 
diets  resulted  from  an  insuf¬ 
ficient  intake  of  protein. 

"If  the  body  does  not  get 
enough  protein  if  will  Start  to 
cat  away  at  body  tissue  and 
muscle.  In  very  rare  cases  the 
body  will  attack  the  muscle 
tissue  in  the  heart.  This  is  what 
seems  to  have  happened  in  the 
case  of  LesiL*  Eaton.”  he  said. 

A  typical  daily  diet  showed 
that  Mrs  Eaton  had  taken  in 


A  diet  as  smnge.m  as  this 
should  not  be  followed  for  more 
than  three  weeks  at  a  time 
unless  under  a  doctor  s  orders, 
and  the  doctor  is  in  a  position 
to  carry  out  regular  blood 
checks.  Mrs  Eaton's  diet  was 
deficient  in  protein,  carbo¬ 
hydrates.  most  of  the  essential 
vitamins  and  minerals. 


An  inadequate  diet  gives  rise 
to  deficiencies  in  potassium 
magnesium  and  selenium,  any 
of  which  can  result  in  an 
irritable  heart  liable  to  develop 
a  possibly  fatal  arhythmia;  for 
the  pumping  action  of  the  heart 
to  maintain  life  the  chamber 
should  beat  in  an  organized 
efficient  sequence,  if  this  regular

London  yoted  best  business  city

London  has  been  voted  the 
best  business  city,  and  .confer¬ 
ence  centre  in  the  world  for  the 
second  year  running.  Business 
Traveller  magazine  said  yester¬ 
day. 

More  than  1.000  readers;  who 
are  predominantly  British,  male 
and  managerial,  responded  to 
the  survey  which  increased 
London's  lead  over  other  cities 
established  in  1 984. 


"Business  facilities,,  atmo¬ 
sphere.  safety  and  friendliness, 
language  and  cuisine  were 
considered  the  important  fac¬ 
tors."  the  magazine  said. 

.Birmingham's  National  Exhi¬ 
bition  Centre  was  the  second 
favourite  venue  for  conferences, 
although  Singapore,  replacing 
New  York,  was  the  second  most 
popular  all-round  business  city. 

Singapore .  was  also  second 
choice  for  the  world's  best 


airline.  Swissair  came  first 
wwiih  23  per  cent  of  the  votes, 
and  British  Airways,  although 
the  most  widely  used,  was  third. 

British  Caledonian's  “Cal¬ 
edonian  girls"  were  singled  out 
for  praise:  The  airline  came 
fifth. 


A  partnership  of  two  firms  of 
solicitors,  is  likely  to .  lead 
punitive  claims  for  damages 
after  the  Manchester  air  disaster, 
in  which  55  people  died.

Mr  Pannone  said  that  the 
ceiling  of  damages  awards  was 
much  higher  in  California  than 
in  Britain  and  also  that  proof  of 
defect  of  the  aircraft's  engines 
-and  fabric  would  be  sufficient 
for  the  American  courts  to 
award  damages. 

The  British  courts,  which 
have  tended  to  award  lower 
compensation  in  similar  cases, 
would  also  need  proof  of  blame. 
Mr  Pannone  said. 

“Wc  have  had  a  meeting  with 
the  26  solicitors  representing 
more  than  60  of  the  victims  or 
their  relatives  and  a  decision 
will  be  made  very  soon  on  the 
action  to  be  taken."  he  added.

Council  will  appeal 
over  reinstatement 


of  headmaster

Bradford  City  Council  is  to 
appeal  against  the  High  Court 
decision  that  it  should  reinstate 
the  suspended  headmaster  Mr 
Ray  Honeyford. 

He  is  to  return  to  his  post  on 
Monday  pending  the  outcome 
of  the  case. 

Mr  Honeyford  has  been 
suspended  for  six  months  over 
remarks  he  made  in  articles  he 
wrote  criticizing  the  multi-racial 
educational  policies  in  the  ch_v. 

The  controversy  angered 
parents,  politicians  and  edu¬ 
cationalists  in  Bradford  and  the 
headmaster  faces  an  uncertain 
reception  when  he  returns  on 
Monday.  Some  parents  have 
threatened  to  remove  their 
children  from  Drummond 
middle  school  if  Mr  Honeyford 
returns. 

After  the  decision  to  appeal 
against  the  High  Court  judge¬ 
ment  was  announced  yesterday, 
councillors  expressed  their 
worries  for  Mr  Honcyford's 
personal  safety  and  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  demonstrations  by 
extremist  groups. 

Yesterday  Mr  Richard 
Knight.  Bradford's  director  of 
educational  services,  said  he 
believed  a  return  to  normal  was 


possible  if  all  parties  redoubled 
their  efforts  for  success. 

He  said  the  decision  to  appeal 
was  taken  after  detailed  legal 
advice  from  counsel,  who  said 
that  the  authority  had  good 
grounds. 

"Important  points  of  law  and 
the  whole  relationship  between 
local  authorities,  school  gover¬ 
nors  and  teachers  have  been  put 
in  doubt  by  the  judgement. 
Because  ii  affects  many  other 
education  authorities  the  appeal 
is  of  national  significance  and 
we  should  be  failing  in  our 
Julies  if  we  did  not  pursue  iL" 

He  added  that  the  appeal 
concerns  only  the  council's  role 
as  an  employer  and  not  the 
question  of  what  Mr  Honeyford 
may  or  may  not  have  done. 

The  council  chose  to  lift  the 
suspension  because  of  the 
"urgent  need  for  reconcili¬ 
ation”. 


"Lifting  the  suspension  gives 
all  concerned  a  chance  to  do 
this  and  provides  Mr  Honey¬ 
ford  with  the  opportunity  of 
restoring  the  school  as  near  to 
normality  as  possible  while  the 
legal  machinery  in  the  Court  of 
Appeal  takes  its  natural 
course.”

The  Midlands  Is  the  chea¬ 
pest  place  in  Britain  to  drink 
beer,  while  Londoners  have  to 
pay  almost  25  per  cent  more  for 
their  pint,  according  to  a  survey 
published  yesterday. 

A  pint  of  lager  costs  on 
average  79prin.  the  Midlands, 
compared  with  £1.01  in  Lon¬ 
don.  97p  in  the  South-east. 
873p  in  the  Sonth-we$L  83p  in 
Wales.  82p  in  the  North-west, 
80p  in  Scotland  and  79-5p  in 
the  North-cast. 

In  London,  average  price  for 
a  pint  of  real  ale  is  91p  bat  only 
67 -5p  in  the  Midlands. 

“This  is  just  one  example  of 
the  chaotic  inequalities  of  the 
present  pub  prices  scene”. 
Caterer  and  Hotelkeeper ;  which 
conducted  the  survey,  said. 

Prices  have  risen  most  in 
London,  the  South-east,  South¬ 
west  and  Wales,  by  an  overall 
average  of  6.5p  a  pint. 

They  rose  least  in  the  North¬ 
east,  by  only  4.5p  and  by  about 
5p  in  the  Midlands  and  North¬ 
east. 

London  is  by  far  the  most 
expensive  region,  and  the 
Midlands  the  cheapest.  Lon¬ 
doners  pay  almost  a  quarter 
more  on  average  for  every  pint 
than  Midlanders.

This  has  been  the  best 
conference  that  the  Social 
Democrats  hare  had.  It  was 
larger  than  before.  The  stan¬ 
dard  of  speaking  was  generally 
higher.  The  debates  were  well 
attended.  The  ration  of  coffee- 
drinking  to  listening  mast  be 
lower  at  the  SDP  than  at  any  of 
the  other  party  conferences. 

The  conference  displayed  as 
much  unity  as  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect  of  a  political  party. 
More  than  before,  the  Social 
Democrats  seem  to  have 
accepted  their  partnership  with 
the  Liberals,  the  references  to 
the  Alliance  were  more  fre¬ 
quent  and  more  favourable.  Not 
the  least  of  the  SOP'S  assets  is 
that  Dr  Owen  confirmed  his 
position  as  a  strong  leader 
whose  authority  is  unques¬ 
tioned. 

Whether  bis  speech  ended 
the  conference  on  ao  appropri¬ 
ately  high  note  is  matter  on 
which  there  are  divided  judge¬ 
ments.  The  sheer  force  of  Dr 
Owen's  personality  always 
comes  through,  especially  on 
the  big  occasions.  He  had  a 
number  of  sensible  things  to 
say.  and  it  may  have  been 
deliberately  low-key.  Dr  Owen 
has  so  often  been  accused  of 
conducting  a  one-man  band 
that  he  may  have  judged  St 
wiser  not  to  attempt  a  bravura 
performance. 

I  suspect  that  it  may  have 
sounded  better  on  television, 
particularly  in  excerpts,  than  it 
did  to  me  in  the  hail.  Delivered 
with  the  barest  of  notes,  it 
seemed  to  be  rather  loosely 
constructed,  and  less  eloquent 
than  some  of  the  other 
speeches  over  the  past  few 
dais.  The  few  attempts  at 
purple  passages  were  the  least 
successful  parts.

A  small  flower  kiosk  on  a 
street  corner  of  Stockholm  and 
the  woman  who  nuts  it,  “the 
Eliza  Doolittle  of  the  Sooth 
Side”,  may  hamper  the  Social

Olof  Palme’s,  chances  of  re- 
election  when  Sweden  goes  to 
the  polls  on  Sunday. 

Such  kiosks,  equipped  with 
hot  and  cold  running  water  and 
often  a  telephone  and  colour 

-  television,  are  a  cornerstone  of 
commerce  in  Sweden,  a  potent 
symbol  of  individual  enterprise 
and  Initiative. 

This  weeks,  the  case  of 
-Keratin's  Kiosk,  became  an 
election  issue  when  it  was  taken 
.np  by  the  Liberal  leader,  Mr 
Bengt  Wester  berg,  who  sees  it 
as  a  classic  example  of  private 
initiative  hindered  by  socialist 
bureaucracy, 

Mrs  Keratin  Tennstad 
bought  the  rights  to  her  kiosk 

-  in  January  last  year  from  the 
Socialist  Democrat  controlled 
city  council  and  was  granted  a 
permit  to1  sell  flowers  by  the 
highways  authority. 

Five  months  later  she  was 
told  the  kiosk  was  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  parks  depart¬ 
ment,  who  said  It  should  be 
moved. 

The  highways  authority 
offered  a  site  -across  the  road 
but  the  planning  department . 
said  the  kiosk  was  not  in  good 
enough  shape  and  rec¬ 
ommended  that  the  recreation 
committee  let  it  stay  where  it 
was.  Three  other  committees 
are  now  considering  the  matter.

Gorbachov  skirts  reform  in  setting  grain  target

Pravda  and  Soviet  television 
reported  a  speech  by  Mr 
Gorbachov  ai  Tselinograd  in 
Kazakhstan  last  Saturday. 
Officials  said  the  delay  in 
publication  was  to  ensure  that 
the  text  was  full  and  accurate. 

Mr  Gorbachov  talked  of 
"technological  and  organ¬ 
izational  restructuring”  in  agri¬ 
cultural  production,  and  of 
"new  approaches”  in  scientific 


research  linked  to  food  tech¬ 
nology.  But  his  emphasis  was 
on  traditional  methods,  includ¬ 
ing  the  food  programme  laun¬ 
ched  by  President  Brezhnev  in 
May  19S2.  and  the  concept  of 
agro-industrial  complexes.

Scab's  programme,  scrupulous  as 
ever  in  derail,  carefully  lists  the 
recyclings.

She  is  apt  to 
have  a  harp  accompaniment  while 
she  gathers  her  thoughts  and  she  has 
the  sweetest  numbers  of  the  score, 
notably  an  offstage  ana  and  an 
improrriso  in  the  finale.  Both  are 
sung  by  Cecilia  Gasdia  with  a 
brilliant  upper  register  and  a  sense  of 
wit,  which  her  earlier  appearances  in 
Traviata  and  Moisc  could  scarcely 
have  suggested.

She  has  an  ecstatic 
cabaletta  when  she  learns  that  at  least 
her  new  hat  has  been  saved  from  the 
wreckage  of  her  overturned  carriage.

Ten  Days  in  May  (Granada) 
'examined  life  in  the  Soviet 
town  of  Vitebsk,  described  as  an 
“ordinary  town"  (300  miles 
from  Moscow)  but  one  in  which 
.recent  history  is  something  to 
be  carved  only  in  memorials  of 
stone.  During  the  Iasi  war  the 
Nazis  invaded  the  region, 
instituting  a  policy  of  repression 
and  terror  against  its  inhabi¬ 
tants.  but  as  last  night's 
programme  demonstrated,  that 
destruction  has  kindled  only  a 
stronger  sense  of  identity  in  the 
local  Russian  population. 
Vitebsk  seems  constantly  to 
relive  "its  past  as  a  warning  to 
the  future"  and  here  the 
schoolchildren  sing,  in  the  notes 
of  a  ferocious  patriotism,  “My 
country  -  the  only  one  in  the 
, world"’.  This  documentary  re¬ 
vealed  that  sense  of  com¬ 
munity.  but  it  also  managed  to 
suggest  its  disadvantages  as  well 
■as  its  virtues. 

Those  virtues  are  obvious- 
enough;  a  sense  both  of  national 
idcntiiy  and  of  national  pride 
can  be  acquired,  and  it  is  from 
these  that  a  strong  culture 
springs.  But  the  problem  is  that 
this  constant  evocation  of  the 
past  may  suggest  that  new 
problems  are  simply  variants  of 
the  old  ones  (that,  for  example, 
Russian  territory  is  in  some 
vague  way  always  being  “threat¬ 
ened’’  by  a  putative  enemy), 
which  in  turn  leads  to  conserva¬ 
tive  authoritarianism  and 
unimaginative  bureaucracy. 

And  so  this  documentary

Douglas  Hurd 


Was  there.  Douglas  Hurd 
wondered,  in  replying  to 
a  friend  who  had  written 
to  congratulate  him  on 
his  latest  novel,  “a  little  too  much 

vinegar  in  the  salad,  perhaps _ 7' 

The  Palace  of  Enchantmerus 
(written  in  collaboration  with 
Stephen  Lamport)  is  the  story  of 
Edward  Dunsford.  Vlinister  of  Slate 
at  the  Foreign  Office  in  a  Conserva¬ 
tive  government,  who  suffers  neither 
fools  nor  protocol  gladly.  He  is 
noted  for  no  particular  moral  nor 
philosophical  attachments  until,  on 
an  African  journey,  he  discovers  a 
cause,  his  advocacy  of  which  ends  in 
his  destruction.  The  vinegar  to 
which  Hurd  referred  can  be  dis¬ 
cerned  in  the  treatment  of  almost 
every  character  in  the  book. 

If  the  typical  salad  is  over-mild 
without  vinegar,  but  oVer-acerbic 
with  too  much  of  it.  a  varying 
mixture  of  the  two  can  serve  as  a 
metaphor  for  the  perception  by 
others  of  Douglas  Hurd's  personality 
since  he  left  the  Diplomatic  Service 
to  join  the  Conservative  Research 
Department  in  1966. 

His  bland  and  easy  manner,  the 
quiet  humour  he  displays  on  social 
occasions,  the  slightly  donnish  air  as 
he  bends  over  to  attend  to  an 
observation.  -the  spectacles  he 
touches  into  place  as  he  speaks*  all 
bespeak  the  untouched  salad.  But 
when  he  is  crossed,  or.  when  he 
thinks  his  interlocutor  a  fool,  the 
head  tills  back,  the  voice  rises  a 
notch,  and  a  snap  can  turn  very 
quickly  into  a  snarl.  He  can  put  the 
lash  of  a  whip  into  his  voice,  arid 
surprise  anybody  who  had  imagined 
he  had  been  talking  to  the  perfect 
English  diplomat  who  had  somehow 
strayed  into  politics. 

After  a  year  of  the  troubles  of 
LUsier,  Hurd  has  now  been  thrown 
straight  into  the  troubles  of  the 
mainland's  inner  cities.  The  Bir¬ 
mingham  riots  are  hardly  the  kind  of 
challenge  any  Home  Secretary 
would  wish  for  within  days-  of 
assuming  office.  The  peculiar  con¬ 
centration  of  causes,  rational  and 
irrational,  consequential  and  incon¬ 
sequential.  that  have  characterized 
such  affrays  from  Bristol  to  Toxteth 
are  particularly  resistant  to  rapid 
political  action,  though  that  is  what 
will  immediately  be  demanded  of 
him. 


He  was  quick  off  the  mark  with 
his  visit  to  Birmingham  on  T uesday. 

:  but  it  can  safely  be  said  that  he  wm 
react  -  in  any  substantial  way  - 
coolly  rather  than  instantly.  The 
tendency  of  his  administration  will 
be  towards  taking  a  hard  line  with 
disorder  rather  than  seeking  the 
placebos  and  panaceas  which  might 
cam  him  an  early,  if  evanescent, 
popularity. 

Just  beneath  the  seemingly  impe¬ 
netrably  urbane  surface  of  Douglas 
Hurd's  personality  there  lurks  a 
pleasing  touch  of  the  savage.  It 
conies  right  to  the  surface  in  the 
novels.  Five  of  the  seven  were 
,  written  in  collaboration.  But  the  two 
produced  on  his  own  -  Vote  to  Kill 
.and.  particularly.  The  Truth  Game 
exhibit  even  more  powerfully  a 
corrosively  jaundiced  view  of 
humanity,  particularly  politicians 
and  journalists,  to  a  degree  that 
suggests  the  artistic  vision  is  Hurd's 
own. 

How  does  a  man  who  writes 
so  brutally  about  poli¬ 
ticians  (including  constitu¬ 
ency  worthies)  get  himself 
elected  to  Parliament  and  advance 
to  the  front  rank  of government?  His 
path  was  not.  indeed,-  always  an  easy 
one.  .-though  he  strenuously  denies 
that  the  novels  have  ever  excited 
particular  hostility  at  constituency 
or  parliamentary  level. 

Hurd  had.  in  his  youth,  a  mixed 
background.  His  lather,  the  first 
Baron  Hurd,  was  a  farmer  and  a 
writer  on  agricultural  matters.  The 
son  showed  an  early  academic  bent. 
He  was  King's  Scholar  and  New¬ 
castle  Scholar  at  Eton  and,  later,  a 
Major  Scholar  at  Trinity.  He  was  a 
reserved  boy  and  not  given  to  the 
social  enthusiasms  of  the  students  of 
his  day., When  asked  how  so  quiet  a  ’ 
creature  had  become  President  of 
the  Cambridge  Union,  a  contempor¬ 
ary  replied:  “It  was  a  dull  year." 

In  1932  Hurd  joined  the  Foreign 
Office.  In  1966  he  left,  feeling,  like 
other  able  Civil  Servants  before  him. 
that  the  real  action  was  in  elective 
politics.  It  was  to  be  eight  years 
before  he  found  a  seat  in  Parliament 
It  must  often  have  seemed  to  him, 
over  those  years,  that  he  had  merely 
exchanged  one  form  of  bureaucratic 
life  for  another.  He  first  worked  in 
the  Conservative  Research  Depart-

His  return  to  the 
Commons  in  1974  was.  moreover, 
hardly  attended  by  unmixed  joy. 
Heath  had  lost  the  general  election, 
and  any  early  hope  of  office  was  thus 
dashed. 

The  winter  of  1974  and  the  spring 
of  1975  were  marked  by  a  fierce 
struggle  for  the  Tory  leadership,  and 
Hurd  emerged  on  the  losing  side, 
having  stood  loyally  by  Heath’s 
gups.  Hurd  seemed  to  be  facing  total 
eclipse. 


The  next  four  years  can  be 
considered  the  most  impressive  of 
his  political  life  up  to  1984,  both 
from  the  point  of  skiD  and  that  of 
courage.  Recognizing  that  some 
Heath  supporters  had  to  be  included 
in  her  team.  Margaret  Thatcher 
tossed  him  the  unconsidered  trifle  of 
spokesman  on  European  affaire.  It 
did  not  hold  out  many  prospects,  for 
a  man  of  his  past  affiliations,  and 
Hurd  set  out  to  write  his  second 
non-fiction  book.  An  End ■  to 
Promises:  sketches  of  a  government 
was  a  study  and.  in  port  a  defence,  of 
the  Heath  .government  of  1970-74. 
Various  friends  -  and  his  publisher  - 
begged  him  not  to  attempt  it  His 
position  under  the  new  dispensation 
was  precarious.  He  had  to  work  his 
passage  back.  Hurd  was  immovable- 
“I  will  not”,  he  said  "repudiate  what 
1  was". 

The  book  is  fascinating,  and  has  a 


detachment  rarely  achieved  in  a 
political  memoir.  But  Heath  quickly 
made  it  known  that  he  did  not  care 
for  this  supposed  apologia.  His 
adherents  claimed  he  detested  it. 
while  Mrs  Thatcher's  supporters 
said  a  it  was  a  work  of  blatant 
dislo'yaJty  to  her. 

What  he  demonstrated  through-, 
out  these  difficult  years  Was  a 
hitherto  unsuspected  steeliness  of 
will  and  character,  a  determination 
vo  follow  his  own  judgement. 

When  Margaret  Thatcher  won  the 
1979  general  election  campaign, 
Hurd  was  approaching  50  and  had 
never  held  ministerial  -office  What¬ 
ever  his  friends  thought  of  "his. 
abilities,  he  could,  not  be  designated 
a  high  flier,  and  certainly  not  a  last 
mover  up  the  greasy  pole  of  politics. 
The  new  Prime  Minister  sent  him 
back  to  his  old  bailiwick,  as  Minister 
of  State  at  the  Foreign  Office.

Hurd  was  transferredwilhthe  Mme 

rank,  to  the  Home  Office.  He  looked 
like  enjoying  no  more  titan  a 
•  moderate.-  middle-ranking  career, 
worthy  and  dull-  Only  the  novels 
gave  a  splash  of  colour  to  his 
political  plumage.  . 

All  this  changed  when,  rn  1984 
James  Prior  resigned  as  Secretary  ot 
State  for  Northern  Ireland  and. 
indeed,  from  the  Cabinet  altogether. 
To  his  own  surprise  as  much  as  to 
everybody  else's.  Hurd  was  pro¬ 
moted  in  his  place.  That  this  was  not 
an  instance  of  the  Prime  Ministers 
supposed  predilection  for  treating 
the  Ulster  Office  as  a  kind  of 
political-  Siberia  ■  was  sufficently 
demonstrated  a  year  later  by  his 
recall  -to  k  senior  department,  the 
Home  "Office^ 

:Hurd  .was  neither  aa  ally  of  Mrs 
Thatcherr-ndr,  a  critic  so  weighty 
within1  the -party  tfiat  he  had  to  be 
'placated.  And  he  can  hardly  be  said 
to  have  shown  himself  gifted  in  the 
demagogic  arts.  Quite  other  con¬ 
siderations  than  the  dramatic,  it 
appears,  moved  the  Prime  Minister. 

To  her  eye,  Hurd  demonstrated 
immaculate  competence  in  both  his 
ministries.  Particularly  in  the  reor¬ 
ganization  of  the  Home  Office 
(though  the  major  credit  must  be 
given  to  Britton),  he  played  an 
-important  part  in  bringing  to  order 
an  engine  of  government  which 
generations  of  haphazard  adminis¬ 
tration  had.  brought  close  to  chaos. 
He  had  shown  himself  always  cool 
and  intelligent  under  fire,  something 
which  Margaret  Thatcher  prizes. 

She  had  come  to  respect  an 
independence  of  mind  which  did  not 
represent,  as  in  other  cases,  a 
distinct  hostility  to  all  that  she  was 
trying  to  do.  Finally,  she  has  always 
believed  that  the  understated  public 
manner  of  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe  during 
his  tenure  of  the  Treasury  had  been 


a  ereai  public  relations  asset  to  the 
Government,  contrary  to  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  cognoscenti.  Sac  looks itu 
Hurd  for  a  similar  job  a:  the  Home 

°Bt?w-hai,  on  the  present  political 
spectrum,  does  he  represent*.'  He  has 
been  a  Foreign  Office  man.  one  way 
and  another,  for  a  long  rime.  In  his 
brief  period  in  charge  ol  Northern 
Ireland  he  excited  Loyalist  Sus¬ 
picions  in  no  small  measure. 

Broadly  speaking,  one  can  put 
him  on  the  left  of  the  Conservative 
Partv’s  centre.  But  he  is  a  nun  less 
of  definite  views  than  ot  a  definite 
character.  His  novels  are  worth 
discussing  at  some  length  because  oi 
a  certaintv  that  they  offer  important 
dues  to  "his  character.  He  is  also, 
however,  ihe  author  of  a  play,  or 
playlet,  for  television. 

1 5-minutc  exercise  was 
called  LOSA.  for  Lowering  of 
the  School  Leaving  Age.  It 
was  screened  during  one  of 
Granada  Television's  lengthy  and 
multi-part  analvses  of  the  conditions 
of  Britain,  produced  by  Bnan 
Lapping,  in  the  mid-1970s,  and  it 
presupposed  a  Cabinet  decision  not 
merelv  to  renege  on  promises  to 
raise  ihe  school  leaving  age  but.  on 
economic  grounds,  to  bring  it  down. 
Like  Hurd's  novels,  it  was  beauti¬ 
fully  organized  and  took  the  viewer 
through  every  stage  by  which  a 
strategic  decision  is  made.  One  can 
feci  behind  its  action  the  certainty 
(and  coldness)  of  a  masterly  and 
determined  mind. 

Belatedly  recognized,  and  in  an 
unexpected  quarter,  these  character¬ 
istics  have  brought  him  far,  and  may 
well  bring  him  further.  But  what  he 
it  and  what  his  play  reveult  is  a 
man  quinicssentially  or  government 
and  the  .business  of  government,  not 
an  ideologue  of  any  shape  or  form.

What’s  in  store  for  Woolies?

Tucked  away  in  Harrow  Road, 
west  London,  hiding  behind  the 
old  identity  of  a  former  owner, 
is  a  building  known  as  the 
“secret  warehouse".  Only  a 
small  name-plate  reveals  its 
connection  with  F.  W.  Wool- 
worth,  the  chainstore  giant. 

Inside  is  a  mixture  of  half- 
assembled  prototypes,  dismem¬ 
bered  displays  and  merchandise 
sLrewn  across  the  place.  Crispin 
Tweddell  surveys  the  scene  with 
delight.  From  within  this  chaos 
he  has  created  a  new  look  for 
Wool  worth,  involving  two  sep¬ 
arate  chains:  Woo  l  worth's 
Weekend,  a  streamlined  version 
of  the  traditional  store,  and 
Woolworth’s  General  Store,  a 
smaller  shop  dealing  in  basic 
goods. 

The  first  Woolworth’s  Week¬ 
end  opens  today  in  Hitchin. 


Hertfordshire,  as  part  of  a  series 
of  pilot  stores  being  launched 
this  month  and  in  October. 

In  his  blue-checked  jacket, 
tasseled  brown  loafers  and 
bright  socks,  Tweddell  appears 
closer  to  the  carefully  themed 
designer  world  of  Covent 
Garden  than  a  the  outdated 
image  of  tackiness  associated 
with  the  dinosaur  of  retaiL  But 
he  signifies  a  fresh  direction. 

"It  is  part  of  our  move 
towards  creating  a  distinct  and 
coherent  consumer  proposi¬ 
tion”.  say  Mike  Sommers,  the 
company's  marketing  director. 
“Instead  of  being  the  store  of 
last  resort,  which  is  the  phrase 
we  use  internally  for  the  way 
Wool  worth's  had  become,  we 
start  to  become  the  store  of  first 
choice." 

Although  12  stores  -  six  in 


each  new  grouping  -  is  hardly  a 
dent  in  the  865-strong  chain,  the 
significance  goes  well  beyond. 

This  is  the  most  radical  step  in  a 
drive  to  rescue  Woolworth’s 
from  the  rocks.  It  follows  the 
takeover  almost  three  years  ago- 
by  a  City  consortium  from  the 
American  parent  company. 

Involving  the  transformation  of  comparison  shopping", 
merchandise,  image  and  staff,  it  worth's  General  Store 
is  the  first  time  an  outside 
company  has  been  used  to 
create  a  completely  new  market¬ 
ing  strategy.  Piper  Trust  was  set 
up  to  handle  the  project  by 
Crispin  Tweddell,  formerly 
joint-managing  director  of  Fitch 
&  Co.,  design  consultants. 

“The  more  you  look  at 


all  those  other  people  in  the 
high  street  The  idea  behind  the 
two  new  chains  is  to  create 
stores  targeted  to  suit  local 
needs." 

Piper  Trust  identified  two 
distinct  “shopping  missions"  - 
in  the  jargon  of  the  trade,  “local 
convenience"  and  “major 
Wool- 
is  in¬ 
tended  to  match  the  first  need. 
It  will  be  a  shop  of  5,000-10,000 
sq  ft  packed  with  a  broad 
spectrum  of  goods  -  “every¬ 
thing  for  family  and  home"  - 
and  the  major  non-food  shop 
near  several  supermarkets.

with  the  construction  of  the  Ponte 
Vccchio  in  Florence,  where  a  gap 

was  left  in  the  shops  io  show  off  the 
view.  (This  meant  forgoing  useful 
rent;  the  income  from  shops  was 
regularly  used  to  finance  bridges:  the 
goldsmiths  of  Florence  took  shops 
on  the  Ponte  Vecchio  because  ihey 
could  afford  high  rents.)  The  first 
harmoniously  designed  piazza  was 
in  Livorno,  and  this  was  copied  by 
both  France  and  England.  But  ihc 
square  became  typical  of  London 
rather  than  Paris  for  two  reasons. 
The  ruling  class  visited  London  for 


only  about  four  months  in  the  year, 
during  the  sessions  of  Parliament.  It 
was  hardly  worth  the  expense  of  a 
large  house  and  grounds.  One  had 
these  in  the  country.  And  then  the 
English  families  were  nuclear,  the 
French  extended.  A  French  house 
was  divided  into  apartments  and 
several  families  occupied  it.  On  the 
street  side  there  was  a  plain  wall 
with  a  pone  cochcre.  Entrance  was 
olT  the  courtyard.  It  made  no  sense 
io  arrange  such  houses  in  squares, 
which  would  have  been  featureless. 

The  modern  expression  of  this 
London  uppcrclass  preference  for 
country  life  is  the  pied-a-terre.  the 
liny  mews  fiat  which  is  such  a  good 
investment  and  \n  easx  to  keep 
clean.  The  original  advantage  of 


these  mews,  or  one  of  the  advantag¬ 
es.  was  that  the  night-soil  went  out 
that  way,  so  the  lady  of  the  house 
was  in  no  danger,  on  returning  from 
a  ball,  of  tripping  over  a  bucket  of 
ordure  in  the  hall.  Mews  came  in  at 
the  same  time  as  back  stairs  came  in 
for  country  houses.  They  were,  both 
literally  and  metaphorically,  the 
back  passage. 

Girouard  says  thaL  *’thc  whole 
monstrous  growth  of  the  cities  rests 
on  a  real  basis  of  economic 
prosperity,  but  behind  it  lie  two 
myths:  the  myth  of  the  city  as  a 
fabulous  Eldorado,  which  tempts 
immigrants  from  rural  poverty  .  .  . 
and  the  m\ih  of  the  country  as  a 
Garden  of  Eden,  which  a  few 
generations  later  sends  them  flood¬ 
ing  out  again  into  the  suburbs**. 


The  second  myth  he  believes 
to  be  dominant  because  the 
people  who  believe  in  it  arc 
richer  and  often  more  power¬ 
ful.  But  if  the  basic  equations  in  our 
minds  arc  citics-w  ickcd.  country- 
good.  it  is  interesting  lo  sec  how 
different  countries  have  worked  out 
their  fantasies  of  country  life.  Berlin 
and  ihc  great  German  cities 
expanded  at  a  lime  when  apartments 
were  in  fashion.  But  even  West 
Berlin,  surrounded  as  it  is.  offers 


Tour  distinct  versions  of  country  life. 

There  is  the  park,  as  in  Hyde 
Park.  There  is  the  country  suburb, 
modelled  on  the  English  villa  suburb 
and  post-dating  the  city  of  the 
apartments.  There  are  the  forests 
which  arc  vast  and  unlike  anything 
near  London  -  only  Paris  and 
Vienna  rival  this  amenity.  And  then 
there  are  the  allotments,  although 
ihc  word  docs  them  no  justice,  on 
which  German  apartment-dwellers 
have  lavished  so  much  fantasy, 
providing  them  with  summerhouses 
in  which,  in  the  summer,  you  can 
actually  live.  These  too  are  a  kind  of 
city,  with  districts  named  after 
socialist  slogans  -  Future,  Progress, 
and  so  forth.  They  arc  a  kind  of 
v  cgetable  garden  city. 

!  suppose  that  the  reason  why  the 
English  allotments  have  not  devel¬ 
oped  in  this  way  (indeed,  you  arc 
specifically  forbidden  on  most  of 
them  to  put  up  anything  larger  than 
a  tool  shed)  is  that,  since  wc  do  not 
all  live  in  flats,  and  since  so  many 
oiy-d wellcrs  have  a  son  of  garden, 
there  is  not  such  a  strong  pressure  of 
fantasy.  Anyway,  allotments  are 
about  the  only  subject  not  touched 
upon  in  this  book,  which  is  full  of 
good  facts  and  observations,  and 
well  illustrated.

Mr  Sinclair  is  a  tricksy,  very 
literary  writer.  He  clearly 
admires  Nabokov.  Heller,  and 
Pvnchon.  and  shares  a  number 
of  stylistic  characteristics  with 
such  fellow  Top  Twenty  YBNs 
as  Amis.  Gee.  and  McEwan. 
However.  I  have  to  say  I  found 
Blood  Libels  disappointing. 
Clever,  for  sure.  But  unmoving, 
even  bloodless. 

Neither  of  the  week’s  other 
new  books  lives  up  to  the 
expectation  created  by  the  name 
of  its  author.  Admirers  of  Doris 
Lessing  may  be  reassured  that 
she  has  never  written  a  more 
realistic  book  than  The  Good 
Terrorist.  Nor  one  that  is  more 
depressing.  This  is  a  painfully 
accunne  account  of  the  life  and 
limes  of  an  extraordinary 
tedious  person  -  Alice,  the 
daughter  of  well-to-do  parents, 
who  dropped  out  when  it  was 
fashionable  to  -do  so  and  now. 
approaching  40.  is  Earth- 
Mother  to  a  flotsam  of  inad- 
cquaies  and  delinquents  in  a 
squat  somewhere  in  London. 
Self-styled  revolutionaries,  they 
arc  happy  to  milk  the  system 
they  arc  pledged  to  overthrow. 
Incapable  of  decorating  a  room, 
let  alone  blowing  it  up.  they  are 
rebuffed  in  their  attempt  to  ally 
themselves  to  the  IRA.  Finally, 
however,  they  do  manage  to 
create  an  explosion  with 
consequences  they  had  never 
anticipated. 

Equally  unexpected  is  the  fate 
of  the  dashing.  Robin  Hood 
style  bandit  hero  of  The  Sicilian 
-  at  least  to  Michael  Corleonc. 
the  man  sent  to  bring  him  to 
America.  1  doubt  however 
whether  many  readers  will  share 
the  Son  of  The  Godfather's 
surprise,  since  Salvatore  Giulia- 
no's  Nemesis  has  been  tele¬ 
graphed  for  approximately  350 
pages  before  it  finally  overtakes 
him.  This  is  a  pleasant  enough 
adventure  story,  surprisingly 
light  on  violence  and  almost 
totally  devoid  of  sex.  Not  at  all 
what  one  might  expect  from  the 
sequel  to  Mario  Puzo's  massive 
besl-sellcr.  though  ii  will  no 
doubt  sell  well  on  the  back  of 
The  Godfather.

Mr  Morley.  in  fact  holds 
that  Niven  deserved  a  knight¬ 
hood.  Not  for  his  acting  skills, 
though  these  might  have  been 
greater.  had  they  been 
stretched,  than  appeared;  rather 
for  the  large  part  he  played  in 
popularizing  over  much  of  the 
globe  the  image  of  the  quin¬ 
tessential  English  gentleman: 
debonair,  talented,  and  mis¬ 
chievous,  who  turns  up  trumps 
in  a  crisis. 

He-  is  generally  held  to  have 
been  not  so  much  an  actor  | 
as  a  projector  and  magnifier  of  ' 
his  own  temperament  and 
personality-  Mr  Morley’s  well- 
told  story  rises  above  the  mere 
chronicle  of  an  actor's,  not  to 
say  chancer’s,  life  by  giving  us, 
as  bis  title  suggests,  the  darker 
side,  as  well  as  the  mask,  of  a 
complex  and  perhaps  desperate 
character. 

He  gritted  his  teeth  and. 
((ways  on  (he  edge  of  financial 
disaster,  went  doggedly  to  work 
on  any  film  be  could  get  -  until, 
as  Mr  Morley  makes  clear,  he 
ceased  to  care  about  any  kind  of 
quality,  simply  applying  his 
talents  to  whatever  he  could  get 
He  masked  frequent  humili¬ 
ation  with  an  outward  manner  of 
anshakeable  gaiety.

“his  jokes  and  pranks*.  were 
always  much  the  same,  they 
were  repetitive**.  In  the  end  they 
justly  brought  him  more  fame 
and  money  than  he  had  ever 
known  when  cobbled  up  into 
those  two  volumes  of  memoirs. 
The  Moon's  a  Balloon  and  Bring 
on  the  Empty  Horses.  In  life, 
they  became  a  dreadful,  ines¬ 
capable  trademark,  recalling  the 
wretched  Hugh  Dearborn  in 
Os  bed  Sitwell's  story  The 
Machine  Breaks  Down  uHis 
talk  became  something  outside 
himself. ...  He  was  Frankens¬ 
tein,  his  conversation  the  mon¬ 
ster  -  but  a  monster  with 
charm". 

Yet,  Mr  Motley's  portrait 
more  than  suggests,  by  and 
large  he  was  a  life-enhancer, 
off-screen  as  well  as  on.  “He 
took  tremendous  trouble  always 
to  know  your  name  and  ask

Centenary  of  our  phallocrat 


There  has  always  been  a 
woman's  view  of  D.  H. 
Lawrence.  though  current 
feminists  sometimes  behave  as 
if  they  owned  him.  Or  more 
frequently,  disowned  him.  The 
timely  reprint,  over  half  a 
century  after  ii  was  published, 
of  this  charmingly  passionate 
pro-Lawrentian  literary  study 
by  Anais  Nin  contains  the 
rather  salutary  reminder  of  how 
sensitive  he  was  to  the  nuances 
of  life  as  lived  by  women.  How 
exact  he  was  in  describing 
everyday  female  domesticity. 

Anais  Nin.  who  was  to  come 
io  fame  and  scandal  as  an  erotic 
writer  of  considerable  interest 
on  her  own  account,  wrote  the 
unprofessional  study  of  her 
literary  hero  in  Paris  (where 
else?)  when  she  was  28.  Her 
discovery  of  Lawrence  was 
evidently  an  important  stage  in 
her  development  and  indeed  the 
strongly  autobiographical  tenor 
of  these  three  offerings  for 
Lawrence’s  centenary'  week  - 
and  there  are  more  -  gives  one 
the  impression  that  an  awful  lot 
of  writers  have  been  measuring 
out  their  lives  by  D.  H. 
Lawrence.  Which  is  in  a  way  a 
disorientating  thought. 

Sheila  MacLeod  had  Law¬ 
rence  pressed  upon  her  in  her 
early  puberty  in  the  1950s  by 
her  rather  engaging  Leavisitc- 
Lawrentian  parents,  for  whom 
the  D.H.  Lawrence  volumes 
borrowed  from  the  public 
library  along  with  the  collected 
editions  of  Scrutiny  seemed  a 
splendid  substitute  for  the  more 
traditional  teenage  moral  guid¬ 
ance  talk.

ence.  especially  the  bodily.  At 
the  centre  of  her  analysis  of 
D.H.  Lawrence's  views  on  men. 
women  and  sexuality  is  her 
deep  mistrust  of  Lawrence’s 
theory  of  phallic  supremacy,  on 
the  grounds  that  this  is  not  the 
way  things  actually  happen.  She 
examines  Lawrence’s  assump¬ 
tions  about  pregnancy,  mother¬ 
hood.  female  sexual  responses, 
against  the  way  that  she.  as  a 


woman,  has  experienced  them 
Often,  she  finds  Lawrence  is  by 
no  means  ringing  true. 

1  had  approached  this  book.  1 
must  say.  rather  gingerly, 
hav  ing  found  so  much  feminist 
writing  about  Lawrence  both 
ignorant  and  turgid.  But  Sheila 
MacLeod’s  book  is  always 
careful  and  intelligent,  close  to 
the  text,  and  written  with  an 
unaffected  candour1  with  1  find 
m v self  liking  and  admiring.  It 
alters  indelibly  one's  view  of 
D.H.  Lawrence  as  well  as. 
possibly,  one’s  own  experience 
of  sex. 

Interestingly  enough.  An¬ 
thony  Burgess,  in  what  sets  out 
to  be  a  plain  man  s  guide  to  D.' 
H.  Lawrence,  a  nice  expansive 
book  and  a  model  of  its  kind, 
while  making  no  claims  for 
Lawrence  as  a  harbinger  ot 
Women's  Liberation,  stresses 
that  same  point  about  his 
humane  v  icw  of  the  importance 
of  sexuality  in  general  and  his 
promulgation  of  a  creed  of 
sexual  icn demess. 

It  might  be  said,  however, 
dial  some  of  ihc  unfailingly- 
intriguing  autobiographical 
throw-ins  of  Mr  Burgess,  in 
particular  his  crazily  romantic 
correlation  of  Lawrence,  exiled 
writer  married  to  a  foreigner,  lo 
Ins  own  life  as  literary  outcast 
with  a  foreign  wife  whose 
lineage  is  rarefied,  return  us  to 
that  most  contentious  issue,  a 
red  rag  to  Ms  MacLeod, 
feminist  and  novelist,  of  Law¬ 
rence's  horror  at  the  thought  of 
women  writers.  Woman’s  role  is 
that  of  reader.  Without  readers, 
who  shall  write? 


Swinger  of  Oz  in  London 


The  kid  from  Kogarah  lands  in 
Britain.

Many  who  live  on  Lozells  Road  say 
how  terrifying  it  was  and  how  for

seen.  The  initial  protest  became  a 
chance  to  loot  and  s.teal. 

Looting  spread  To  other  streets 
and  became  selective.  Jewellers  and 
video  shops  were  broken  into:  small 
grocery  shops  were  left  intact.  On 
Tuesday  evening  I  visited  a  family 
who  run  .a  well  slocked  off-licence 
and  grocery  about  two  miles  from 
the  centre  of  the  trouble.  About  20 
young  people  started  smashing  the 
windows  at  about  I  lpm.  The  family 
cowered  upstairs,  petrified,  as  tills 
were  ripped  open,  boxes  of  liquor 
taken  and  the  chocolate  display 
ihrown  around  the  shop. 

Some  commentators  have  sug¬ 
gested  that  there  is  a  conflict 
between  the  .Afro-Caribbean  and 
.Asian  communities.  This  is  mis¬ 
chievous  and  wrong.  Many  of  the 
shops  which  were  looted  arc  Asian- 
owned  because  the  majority  of  the 
shops  in  the  area  are  Asian.  But  the 


temple  near  the  centre  of  it  all 
wasn't  touched,  and  young  whiles 
and  young  Asians  were  also 
involved,  especially  in  the  looting.  I 
was  told  of  an  Asian  woman 


frightened,  outside  their  shops. 

More  trouble  was  inevitable.  But 
policemen  were  everywhere  and 
buses  of  reinforcements  were  parked 
around  the  area.  I  assured  my 
frightened  family  that  if  there  was 
trouble,  this  time  they  would  be 
protected.  This  proved  true  on  the 
second  night.  Despite  vast  crowds 
on  the  streets  there  was  no 
significant  trouble. 

What  is  the  cause?  I  have  no 
doubt  that  it  is  unemployment  This 
does  not  excuse  or  justify  the 
destruction,  but  if  similar  riots  are  to 
be  avoided  in  future,  the  truth  ba$  to 
be  faced.  In  1979.  Birmingham  had 
6  per  cent  unemployment;  how  30

Such  a  riot  is  a  mindless  and 
destructive  cry  of  rage,  the  cause  of 
powerlessness,  poverty  and  racism. 
Obviously  it  achieves  nothing;  it  is 
inarticulate  and  unorganized.  But 
unless  someone  is  ready  to  listen.  I 
fear  it  will  happen  again  and  again. 
This  is  the  Britain  that  the  Thatcher 
experiment  has  given  us.

At  the  end  of  the  Second  World  War 
-  it  may  even  have  been  before  VE- 
day  -  John  Barbirolli  conducted  a 
concert  in  Germany.  I  cannot  now 
remember  whether  it  was  with  his 
own  orchestra,  the  Halle,  or  whether 
he  was  conducting  one  of  the  Armed 
Forces'  orchestras,  but  I  remember 
vividly  the  speech  he  made  before 
the  music  started  (the  concert  was 
broadcast  live).  He  announced  that 
one  of  the  works  to  be  performed, 
the  Mendelssohn  Violin  Concerto, 
had  not  been  played  anywhere  in 
Germany  for  12  years.  This  absence 
from  German  concert  platforms,  he 
explained,  had  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  work's  musical  quality;  it 
had  been  banned  because  Nazi 
ideology  had  imposed  an  arbitrary 
political  test  upon  it,  which  it  had 
failed.  The  Mendelssohn  Concerto 
was  wriuen  by  a  Jew,  and  that  was 
enough,  amid  the  mad  evil  that  was 
Nazism,  to  bar  it  from  every 
concert-hall  in  Germany. 

That  concert,  and  Barbirolli's 
speech,  have  remained  in  my 
memory'  for  40  years,  which  is  not,  I 
think!  surprising,  for  it  was  a  tiny 
but  hugely  symbolic  illustration  of 
why  Nazism  had  to  be  destroyed,  a

For  40  years  I  have  kept  that 
memory  bright,  not  only  because  I 
was  one  of  those  who.  if  the  war  had 
been  lost  would  have  perished  in 
tiie  gas-chambers  for  the  same 
illogical  reason  that  banned  per¬ 
formances  of  Mendelssohn's  music, 
but  much  more  because  it  marked 
out  in  everlasting  fire  the  boundary 
between,  freedom  and  tyranny, 
tolerance  and  persecution,  art  and 
power,  integrity  and  corruption, 
right  and  wrong. 

in  all  those  40  years,  it  has  never 
occurred  to  me  that  such  tests  might 
j  one  day  be  applied  to  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  music  in  this  country, 
because  1  could  conceive  of  no 
circumstances,  other  than  the 
invasion  and  subjugation  of  Britain 
by  a  totalitarian  enemy,  in  which  the 
question  could  even  be  raised.  But  I 
had  reckoned  without  what  is  now 
familiarly  and  justly  known  as  the 
Fascist  Left,  and  in  particular,  that 
movement’s  capture  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  London. 

Since  at  least  the  middle  of  July, 
the  GLC  has  been  imposing  upon  all 
promoters  of  concerts  and  other 
events  at  the  South  Bank  concert 
halls  (Royal  Festival  Hall,  Queen 
Elizabeth  .  HalL  Purcell  Room. 
Waterloo  Room  and  Hungerford 
Room)  a  ,  political  requirement 


which  they  are  obliged  to  fulfill  on 
pain  of  having  their  bookings 
refused  or  cancelled.  In  the  GLC 
General  Conditions  affixed  to  every 
contract  for  a  performance  in  the 
South  Bank  Halls,  there  is  now  a 
stipulation  (Section  4.  Cause  34) 
that: 

The  Licensee  (i.e..  the  pramolcr]  (i) 
shall  not  engage  for  appearance  at  the 
performance  or  performances  to  which 
these  conditions  arc  applicable  any 
entertainer  actor  musician  or  other 
artist  or  any  group  of  such  persons 
named  in  advance  publicity  who 
refuse/s  to  signify  in  writing  his/her/ 
their  intention  not  to  appear  as  a 
performer  in  any  of  the  following 
territories  (a)  in  any  part  of  the  Republic 
of  South  Africa  or  (b)  in  the  Homeland 
territories  of  Bophuthalswana  Transkei 
Ciskci  Vcnda  and  Kwazulu  or  (c)  in 
Namibia  unless  and  until  the  system  of 
apartheid  shall  no  longer  prevail  in  that 
territory,  any  dispute  as  to  whether  the 
system  of  apartheid  prevails  in  any 
territory  to  be  referred  for  determi¬ 
nation  to  the  Director  of  the  United 
Nations  Centre  against  Apartheid  and 
(ii)  shall  not  contract  with  any 
entertainer  actor  musician  or  other 
artist  or  any  group  of  such  persons  to 
appear  at  such  performaces  unless  the 
comma  expressly  includes  the  following 
terms . . . 

There  then  follows  a  declaration, 
which  must  be  obtained  by  the 
promoter  from  the  artist,  the  terms 
of  which  match,  but  in  the  first 
person,,  the  wording  above  ("tywe 
declare  that  I/we  have  no  intention 
of  performing  in  any  of  the  following 

territories _ with  the  addition 

of  a  sub-clause  which  reads  as 
follows: 

It  is  agreed  that  if  before  the  time  of 
performance  of  this  Contract.  1/w-c  do  so 
perform  or  contract  so  to  perform  {the 
promoter]  may  without  notice  termin¬ 
ate  this  Contract  in  which  event  no  fee 
shall  be  payable  thereunder  to  me/us 
and  any  fees  paid  in  advance  shall  be 
refunded  by  me/us  to  {the  promoter]. 

By  an  irony  which  I  relish.  I  think 
I  must  be  the  very  first  person  to  be 
excluded  from  the  South  Bank  Halls 
by  the  Fascist  Left’s  political  test;  if 
so,  1  am  very  happy  to  stand 
alongside  Felix  Mendelssohn,  also 
banned  for  non-artistic  reasons  by 
an  earlier  generation  of  totalitarians. 

1  was  not,  it  behoves  me  to  add  at 
once,  proposing  to  play  the  piano  at 
the  Festival  Hall,  let  alone  sing 
Wagner,  so  before  conclusions  are 
jumped  to,  let  me  explain  what  I  was 
engaged  to  do.  There  is  an  admirable 
group  called  Arts  Liaison,  which  has 
raised  substantial  sums  of  money  for 
artistic  and  benevolent  causes.  One 
of  their  regular  items  is  the  staging 
(normally  in  the  Waterloo  Room  at 
the  RFH)  of  a  public  interview*  with 
a  celebrated  musician,  and  I  have 


conducted  several  of  these.  To  mark 
Elisabeth  Schwarzkopfs  forth¬ 
coming  70th  birthday.  Arts  Liaison 
proposed  that  1  should  do  such  an 
interview  with  her  Madame  Sch¬ 
warzkopf  agreed,  and  all  was  settled 
-  until  1  learned  that  I  would  be 
expected  to  pass  a  test  of  ideological 
purity. 

Naturally.  I  refused  to  pay  the 
GLGs  blackmail  demand,  and  since 
the  organizer  of  the  event  had  no 
intention  of  insisting  that  I  should, 
the  occasion  was  abandoned.  (Hap¬ 
pily,  the  Cinema  at  the  Barbican 
Centre  turned  out  to  be  available  for 
the  dale  fixed  -  Monday,  December 
2nd  -  and  the  interview  will  now 
lake  place  there.) 


Festival  Hall  was  indelibly  stained 
by  the  propaganda  exhibition  held 
there  in  February  1983.  when  the 
GLC  handed  over  the  whole  of  the 
ballroom  area  (and  at  a  peppercorn 
rent)  to  lhe  Soviet  Union  to  stage  a 
parade  of  lies:  but  the  stain 
represented  by  this  latest  outrage  is 
far  worse,  and  far  more  difficult  to 
expunge.  Moreover,  if  there  is  one 
thing  we  should  all  have  learnt 
abpul  totalitarianism  it  is  that  its 
appetite  doth  grow  by  what  ft  feeds 
on.  It  is  not  at  all  impossible  that  a 
Labour  government  may  be  in  office 
after  the  next  election;  if  so.  it  may 
well  restore  the  metropolitan  coun¬ 
cils.  Wc  can  then  look  forward  to  a 
further  set  of  political  tests  for 
musicians  who  wish  to  perform  on 
the  South  Bank. 

First,  without  doubt,  Israel  will 
join  South  Africa  in  the  category  of 
GLC  pariahs.  (No,  I  am  not 
indulging  in  fantasy:  indeed.  I  may 
be  understating  the  case.  When  thes 
Labour  Herald  printed  a  foully  anti- 
semiiic  cartoon  Livingstone  not 
only  defended  its  publication,  but 
said  that  the  only  thing  he  regretted 
about  it  was  that  it  did  not  go  far 
enough.)  After  that.  I  would  expen  a 
requirement  for  artists  to  promise 
that  they  will  not  criticize  the  Soviet 
Union  possibly  extended  later  to  a 
ban  on  performances  by  Soviet-born 
artists  such  as  Rostropovich  and 
Ashkenazy  who  have  defected  from 
the  democratic  socialist  fatherland. 
After  that  ...  but  those  of 
sufficiently  macabre  tastes  can 
projen  their  own  continuations. 

Meanwhile,  we  remain  in  the  I 
present.  In  the  capital  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  principal  concert-halls  are 
now  closed  to  any  artist  who  refuses 
to  sign  a  document  that  has  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  his  or  her 
qualifications  to  perform,  but  is  a 
totalitarian  political  instrument 
designed  to  fiirthcr  a  party  cause. 
That  stale  of  affairs  cannot  be 
allowed  to  continue,  even  for  seven 
months.  I  know  that  the  govern¬ 
ment's  legislative  programme  is 
crowded;  it  always  is.  But  I  can  think 
of  no  legislation  more  urgent  than  a 
law  which,  by  prohibiting  the 
erection  of  political,  ideological  or 
racial  barriers  before  artistic  per¬ 
formers,  would  demonstrate  that 
although  countries  like  the  Soviet 
Union  and  _  South  Africa  may 
demand  political  or  racial  conform¬ 
ity  as  the  price  of  admissioa  to  the

Mrs  Thatcher’s  personal  inter¬ 
vention  in  what  might  be  described 
as  the  Ptarmigan  affair  has  caused 
another  ripple  on  the  surface  of 
Anglo-French  relations,  which  at  the 
best  of  times  are  never  smooth.  Bui 
failure  to  secure  a  £3  billion  US 
army  contract  for  British  indusuy 
would,  have  an  even  more  dramatic 
impact  upon  Britain’s  transatlantic 
links,  which  have  recently  looked  so 
strong. 

Why  did  Mrs  Thatcher  lay  her 
reputation  on  the  line,  albeit 
relnclantly,  and  risk  a  humiliating 
rebuff  from  President  Reagan  at  a 
time  when  her  political  fortunes  at 
home  are  low?  One  reason  might  be 
that  after  the  government’s  reported 
failure  to  win  a  promise  of 
substantia]  British  contracts  for  the 
US  Star  Wars  programme,  she 
decided  enough  was  enough.  The

An 
American  follow-up  foiled,  probably 
because  they  were  over-ambitious  in 
trying  to  develop  a  system  for  all 
three  services. 

Australia  and  Canada  have  waited 
on  the  sidelines  and  muyt  now  be 
considered  potential  markets  for 
Ptarmigan.  So  must  other  armies 
throughout  the  world  if  Plesscy 
secures  the  US  contract  -  which  is 
precisely  why  Mrs  Thatcher  was 
persuaded  to  .use  all  her  personal 
powers  of  persuasion  at  the  White 
House. 

The  West  Germans  have  an  older,

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Dr  David  Owen  broke-  new 
stylistic,  ground  with  his  speech' 
at  the  end  of  the  Social  Demo¬ 
crats’  Conference  yesterday.  His 
manner  was-  reasoned  rather 
than  rhetorical:  candid  'and 
confiding  rather  than,  hortatory. 
He  offered  a  new  kind  of  politics, 
and  approaches  which;  by  trying 
to  reconcile  conflicting  but  none 
the  less. reasonable  positions,  will 
a  ppeal  to  many  voters. 

Thus  on  social ..  services  he 
spoke  -(with  particular  reference 
to  the  plight  of  the  elderly)  of  the 
need  lo  get  resources  to  people 
who  really  ineed  them,  a  criterion 
which  Mri  Thatcher  would  not 
-  reject.  He  j  spoke  of  reconciling 
economic  growth  and  prosperity  ■ 
withsome  [‘green”  ideas  to  meet 
the  anxieties  of  people  (they 
undoubtedjy  include  many 
Tories)  about  what  he  called  the 
rape  of  the  countryside.  On  . 
defence  hej  made  the  point  he 
most  wants  to  ram  home:  that  If 
Britain  wants  to  have  influence 
with  the  United  States  it  will  no 
more  be  achieved  by  kicking 
them  out  of  bases  here  which 
they  have  had  since  the  war  than 
it  would  belby; Slavish  acquiesc¬ 
ence  to  evqry  .jot  and  tittle  of. 
American  policy.  Dr  Owen's  new 
slogan,  Fairriess  and  Firfrtness.  is 
I  also  an  improvement  on  Tough 
butTender.  •  -  4.  . 

Yet  the  theoretally  reasoned 
and  reasonable  approach  of  SDP 
politics  does  not  necessary 
betoken  plausibility  in  the  real 
political  world.  That:  much  was 
evident  from  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  of  Dr  Owen’s  policy  passages  ' 
dealing  with  incomes  policy. 

.  How,  he  asked,  do  ‘you  fuel, 
demand  to  create  economic 
expansion  (as  the  SDP'intends  to 
•  do)  without- the  inflaion  which 
destroys  living  standards?  In 
*  ,  answer  to  his  own  question  he 
insisted  that  he  did  net  want  to 
!  “have  to'  introduce” -statutory 
:  restraint  of  wages. 


. ,  .Heiiopcs  lo  achieve  .voluntary 
restraint  through  partnership 
and  co-operation  with  manage¬ 
ment  and  unions.  But  he  would 
have  a  statutory  incomes  policy 
as  a  reserve  power  should  co¬ 
operation  not  be  forthcoming, 
and  this  policy  would  be  in  the 
form  of  an  inflation  tax  on 
employers  who  paid  .too  much. 
Dr  Owen's  justification  is  that 
this  would  be  a  way  of  not 
having  to  go  back  to  deals  with 
trade  union  barons,  and  it  is 
arguable  that  an  inflation  tax  is 
the  least  conceptually  foolish 
kind  of  incomes  policy. 

Even  so.  it  is  fraught  with 
administrative  difficulties,  is 
probably  loo  easily  dodged  in  the 
private  sector  and,  of  course, 
does  not  touch  the  public  sector 
where,  in  the  event  of  a  more 
inflationary  climate  caused  by 
lax  monelary';policy,  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  chief  difficulties  would 
lie.  Moreover,  as  a  reserve 
power,  it  would  presumably 
come  into  -operation  only  when 
inflation  Jiad  started,  the  hardest 
time  to  get  such  a  policy  going. 

-  Like  so  much  more  in  Alliance 
TXJlicy.  such  squaring  of  circles  is 
superficially  attractive  but  may 
well  Ipse  its  bloom  when  the 
harsh  searchlight  of  public  atten¬ 
tion  is  concentrated  on  it.  Still, 
the  reasonable  demeanour  of 
Alliance  policies  is  a  formidable 
weapon,  and  in  the  past  few  days 
at  Torquay  the  SDP  has  looked 
much  more  like  a  real  and 
cohesive  party.  Its  members  are 
speaking  one  language;  they  look 
less  like  refugees  from  other 
parties  and  on  all  sides  it  is 
accepted  that  references  back  to 
Labour  values  are  out.  Despite 
the  handicap  of  a  divided 
leadership,  and  underground 
differences  between  the  allies, 
the  ambition  of  the  Alliance  to 
hold,  the  parliamentary  balance 
at  least  after  the  next  election  is 
certainly  much  more  than  a 
fantasy. 


POOR  FARE  FOR  PEACOCK 


According  to  ‘its  initisfi  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Peacock!  Com¬ 
mittee  the  BBC  is  conducing  a 
commendable  range  of  research 
into  the  future  problenk  of 
British  broadcasting.  It  isahves- 
tigaling  the  potential  growth  in 
advertising,  in  sponsorship  and 
in  subscription  technique.  It 
would  like  to  know  whether  any 
programmes  appeal  to  so  specific 
a  part  of  the  total  audience  as  to 
justify  special  advertising^ rates 
or  other  financial  supportjji  its 
opening  remarks  to  Proaessor 
Peacock,  published  yesterday, 
the  BBC  offers  for  later  *i-  the 
year  “a  thorough  reyiew^f-the 
services  it  should  in  Jfiuture 

provide  forihe  public”,  jgj1' 

It  is  rather,  odd  therefqn^that 
the  BBC  should  have  notjwaited 
for  the  results  of  this  ijsearch 
before  reaching  its  ccripnsion. 
that  “its  historic  claim  to  the. 
income  from -a  generalf  licence 
fee”  remains  intact.  -It/  accepts 
that  there  has  been  sotfitploss  of 
confidence  in  the  >  ling-term 
durability  of  the  licence  fee 


system”  But  its  reaction  is  “to 
clarify  and  restate  a  strategy  that 
can  carry  into  the  21st-Century". 
Restatement  is  high  on  the  BBC 
agenda:  rethinking  is  not.  In¬ 
deed,  although  the  expanded 
evidence  (with  ail  the  new 
research  results?)  is  promised  to 
the  Committee  before  Christ¬ 
mas.  ;  reference  to  this  “future 
strategy”  are  to  be  made  only  “as 
appropriate”! 

It  cannot  of  course  have  been 
easy  for  the  BBC  to  prepare  this 
•submission  to  a  Committee 
which  it  did  not  want  and  whose 
supporters  it  is  still  ttying  to 
discredit.  The  Corporation  had 
somehow  to  show  to  the  public 
that'  its  mind  -is  not  closed 
without  admitting  lo  Professor 
Peacock  that  it  might  ever  have 
been  wrong.  In  neither  respect  is 
yesterday’s  document  very  con¬ 
vincing. 

The  BBC  clings  to  the  formula 
that  the  BBC  and  public  service 
broadcasting  -  like  love  and 
marriage  -  are  inseparable.  “Its 
use  of  public  money”  the  BBC 


claims  “should  be  governed  by 
the  fundamental  criteria  which  it 
(our  italics)  has  established  over 
the  years.”  There  is  no  sign,  here 
that  any  of  the  BBCs  new 
research  will  concern  other 
interpretations  of  what  public 
service  broadcasting  might  be, 
what  might  be  the  limitations 
and  how  it  might  be  paid  for. 
There  is  no  sign  of  any  open 
mind  at  all.  Corporate  defensive¬ 
ness  and  pessimism  prevail.  The 
possibility  that  a  freer  market  for 
broadcasting  might  actually 
generate  some  economic  activity 
gets  short  shrift  at  Broadcasting 
House. 

An  organization  which  can 
claim  -  in  contemptuous  conflict 
with  the  facts  -  that  “it  is  not 
engaged  in  a  ratings  battle  with 
its  competitors”  clearly  needs  to 
be  watched  very  carefully  when 
il  is  dealing  with  less  clear-cut 
results  of  research.  Professor 
Peacock’s  Committee,'  however, 
is  conducting  extensive  re¬ 
searches  of  its  own  and  will  draw 
its  own  conclusions. 


USING  THE  SOUTHERN  CONE 


In  Santiago  the  Chilean  protest 
season  returns  with/  the  regu¬ 
larity  of  the  SouthenJspring,  and 
in  this  his  12th  y.eat  in  power.

signed  to  the/  dustbin  of  history; 
even  their  most  fervent  advo¬ 
cates  will  coheede  that  they  have 
had  to  go  back  to  the  drawing- 

board.  .  I  .... 

The  realties  behind  these 
theories  wejre  always  the  product 
of  nationa  circumstances  and 
traditions  tather  than  the  think- 
ing  fashionable  in  notary  acad¬ 
emies  and T staff  colleges.  The 
oolitical  and  economic  chaos  of 

Peron’s  retlim  in  Argentina,  ihe 

unsustainable  political  uneasily 
and  uncertainty  Chile  expm- 

cnced  prior  to  the  coup  off  973, 

made  military .  mten-ention  m 
both  countries  inevitable,  and  it 
should  not)  be  forgotten  that  in 
both  the  republics  this  retail  was 
the  product  of  gross  civilian 
miscalculation  and  tfr^onsi- 

bility.  Both  repuhbes  have  p^d 

heavily  for  the  relief  afforded, 
though  in  different  W®*..  - 
In  Argentina  an  overblown 
and  highly  politicized l 
establishment  was  neveratte  to 
construct  more  than  a  facade  ot 


order.  Nine  Junta  members  fece 
the  responsibilities  of  those  eight 
years,  and  throughout  that  time 
do  single  figure  was  able  to 
establish  a  coherent  chain  of 
command  either  in  the  civil 
government  or  in  the  armed 
forces.  The  army  never  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  militarizing  politics: 
politics  rotted  the  army  as  was 
exposed  in  1982.  The  investiga¬ 
tive  commission  appointed  by 
President  Alfonsin  and  the 
current  trial  have  since  fully 
revealed  what  was  done  under 
the  successive  Juntas,  and  that  is 
at  least  the  beginnings  of  an 
explanation  of  why  it -was  done, 
a  harder  question  so  far  less 
satisfactorily  answered. 

.  The  Chilean  armed  forces 
were  of  a  different  stamp,  and 
have  sustained  a  different  kind 
of  authoritarian  rule.  Still  Prus¬ 
sian  in  tradition,  disciplined, 
hermetic  and  somewhat  old 
fashioned,  the  Chilean  army  did 
not  crack  under  the  strains  of  the 
Allende  government  or  the  coup 
and  it  has  remained  silent  and 
apparently  undivided  since. 
General  Pinochet  has  not  stinted 
the  soldiers  -  56  per  cent  of  the 
defence  budget  now  goes  on  their 
pensions  -  but  he  has  kept  the 
army  out  of  politics  to  an  extent 
inconceivable  in  the  old  Argen¬ 
tina.  He  has  a  ruthless  way  with 
inconvenient  generals,  and  has 
perhaps  destroyed  more  military 
careers  than  Dr  Alfonsin. 
Though  the  recent  murder  of 
three,  trade  union  leaders  and  the 
subsequent  revelations  of  corobi- 
:  nero  involvement  show  that 
violent  repression  both  'con¬ 
tinues  and  can  get  out  of  control* 
the  'purge  of  police  .generals 
indicates  who  still  holds  the 
monopoly  of  rvthlessness:  Gen¬ 
eral  Pinochet  has.  never  liked 


military  conspiracy  -  he  was  far 
from  being  the  most  enthusiastic 
plotter  of  1973,  though  he  was 
always  likely  to  prove  the  plot’s 
astutest  beneficiary.  His  political 
calendar  offers  a  possible  con¬ 
trolled  departure  -  where  to  one 
wonders  -  at  the  end  of  this 
decade.  But  he  is  now  on  the 
defensive.  The  armed  forces  will 
not  contemplate  much  humili¬ 
ation  at  civilian  hands,  but  they 
may  not  support  him  and  his 
policies  through  thick  and  thin 
against  a  broader,  non-commu¬ 
nist  opposition  prepared  to 
negotiate  his  departure. 

The  current  figure  of  authority 
in  the  South  is  President  Aifon- 
sin.  At  first  hesitant  and  inde¬ 
cisive  with  the  appearance  of  a 
provincial  lawyer,  much  more 
like  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe  than  Mrs 
Thatcher,  he  has  shown  himself 
capable  of  firing  the  essential 
risks  posed  by  Argentina’s  criti¬ 
cal  economic  and  political  situ¬ 
ation.  The  Argentine  army  was 
defeated  and  discredited,  but 
largely  intact  Its  past  conduct 
and  the  ramifications  of  its 
excessive  involvement  in  the 
country’s  affairs,  constituted  the 
most  urgent  and  the  most 
intractable  political  problem, 
one  with  no  ideal  solution  and  at 
the  same  time  one  that  could  not 
be  left  alone.  With  the  present 
trial.  President  Alfonsin  may  not 
have  grasped  every  nettle,  but  he 
has  grasped  a  handful.  Few 
countries  of  any  size  and  com¬ 
plexity  can  be  governed  without 
an  army  -  that  is  true  for  Latin 
America,  even  for  Costa  Rica,  as 
for  the  rest  of  the  woiid. 
Civilians  and  soldiers  have  their 
.proper  spheres  of  action.  This 
truth  is  in  the  course  of 
definition  in  Argentina,  and  it 
may  be  dawning  in  Chile.  | 


‘Shock  horror’  reporting  at  Westminster 


Dr  Owen  believes  that  with 
the  majority  of  voters  now 
convinced  that  there  would  be 
no  overall  majority  in  the  next 
Parliament,  the  idea  that  an 
Alliance  vote  was  wasted  is  dead. 
The  most  compelling  passage  of 
his  speech  yesterday  insisted  that 
a  no-majority  parliament  would 
not  be  a  "hung”  parliament,  but 
a  “negotiating”  parliament, 
ushering  in  a  new  and  publicly 
appealing  kind  of  politics.  The 
idea  that  the  other  parlies  would 
not  negotiate  would  not  work; 
the  Alliance  would  talk  first  with 
the  one  with  the  largest  number 
of  scats,  then  with  the  other.  If 
neither  would  talk,  the  Alliance 
would  vote  them  down. 

Dr  Owen  is  constitutionally 
correct  in  describing  as  nonsense 
the  claim  of  other  parties  to  have 
the  Prime  Minister  simply  if 
they  were  the  largest  single 
group.  A  potential  Prime  Minis¬ 
ter  must  be  able  to  show  that  he 
or  she  can  command  a  majority 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and 
Dr  Owen  was  right  lo  say  that  it 
is  possible  Tor  the  Queen  to 
decide  that  she  could  only  create 
a  Prime  Minister  who  had  such  a 
majority.  He  cited  the  case  of 
Lord  Home  in  1963. 

This  constitutional  scenario 
for  a  hung  parliament  i$  a 
credible  one,  and  it  may  even 
attract  votes.  But  to  achieve  this 
situation,  the  Alliance  must  first 
win  "the  balancing  position  -  and 
that,  when  policies  come  to  be 
exposed  and  probed  in  an 
election  campaign,  may  be 
harder  than  it  now  appears  at  the 
end  of  an  undeniably  successful 
party  conference  for  the  Social 
Democrats.  If  their  policies  do 
not  withstand  scrutiny  they  will 
not  simply  coast  to  victory 
because  the  public  dislikes  and 
distrusts  one  of  the  older  parties 
and  for  the  moment  at  least  has 
become  bored  and  disenchanted 
with  the  other.

Sir.  May  1  offer  you  the  revelation, 
as  astounding  as  my  earlier 
(unintended)  (Report.  September  7) 
revelation  that  the  Liberal  Party  has 
no  experience  of  national  govern¬ 
ment.  that  Neil  Kin  nock  is  the  most 
inexperienced  leader  of  the  Labour 
Party  in  terms  of  government  office 
since  Ramsay  Macdonald,  and  that 
after  the  next  election  only  a 
minority  of  his  senior  colleagues 
mil  have  any  experience  of  national 

government? 

Changes  of  government  in  Britain 
an:  rarely  well  planned  for.  The 
secrecy  of  our  political  system 
places  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
oppositions  higher  than  those  found 
in  any  other  mature  democracy. 
Successive  governments  have 
stumbled  into  errors  within  their 
first  six  months,  as  they  discovered 
the  gulf  between  opposition  hopes 
and  governmental  possibilities,  and 
have  then  struggled  to  correct  them 
throughout  their  remaining  term  of 
office. 

My  Standing  Committee  paper 
paid  some  attention  to  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  Labour  Government  of 
19M.  and  of  the  current  Conserva¬ 
tive  Government  (in  spile  of  its 
more  extensive  preparatory  work)  in 
1979-80.  A  shift  to  multi-party 
government,  without  changing  the 
ways  in  which  governments  are 


formed  and  operate,  would  make 
current  propensities  towards  fum¬ 
bling  worse.  The  subtle  but  progress¬ 
ive  politicization  of  the  upper 
reaches  of  Whitehall  raises  other 
awkward  issues  for  any  incoming 
government. 

These  arc  serious  questions, 
which  deserve  to  be  discussed  by  all 
concerned  with  the  good  govern¬ 
ment  of  Britain,  of  whatever  party 
or  none.  It  is  part  of  what  is  wrong 
with  our  political  system,  and  with 
the  concentration  of  political  jour¬ 
nalism  on  the  obsessive  world  of 
Westminster,  that  attempts  to 
anticipate  and  plan  for  the  problems 
of  government  which  may  follow 
from  the  outcome  of  ahe  next 
election  are  smothered  tn  a  blanket 
of  “shock  horror”  reporting  and 
-partisan  sniping.  There  arc.  after  all. 
some  very  important  issues  at  stake.

Sir.  It  was  with  considerable  interest 
that  we  read  in  The  Tom's  (August 
31)  Professor  Michael  Oliver's 
comments  regarding  the  role  of 
dietary  fat  in  the  development  of 
coronary  heart  disease.  It  has  long 
been  our  fear  that  commentators 
have  confused  two  similar  but  not 
necessarily  complementary  theories.

The  diet- 
heart  hypothesis  states  that  the 
higher  the  dietary  fat  of  a  patient  the 
more  likely  is  he  to  develop 
coronary  heart  disease.  The  evi¬ 
dence  is  weaker  and  is  a  matter  of 
considerable  dispute. 

Yet  it  is  upon  this  weak  and ' 
unproven  hypothesis  that  a  whole 
strategy  of  coronary  heart  disease 
prevention  has  been  based.  We  have 
never  believed  in  this  strategy  and 
most  strongly  support  Professor 
Oliver.

Religion  in  Nepal 

From  Dr  G.  Scott-Brown 
Sir.  The  constitution  of  Nepal  states 
that  all  citizens  are  free  to  follow  the 
religion  of  their  forefathers.  The 
Statute  Book  of  Nepal  prescribes 
penalties  for  conversion:  for  con¬ 
verting  another  -  six  years  in  jail;  for 
attempting  to  convert  another  - 
three  years  in  jail;  for  converting 
oneself  -  one  year  in  jail. 

Thus  Statute  Book  and  consti¬ 
tution  combine  to  make  a  present- 
day  change  of  religion,  whether 
inspired  by  someone  else  or 
produced  by  personal  reflection  to 
be  an  offence  punishable  by  a  jail 
sentence. 

1  worked  in  Nepal  for  many  years 
and  know  personally  Nepalis  who 
have  been  jailed  for  no  other  offence 
than  changing  their  religion.  Today 
there  arc  men  under  sentence  for 
periods  of  up  to  six  years  for  these 
offences. 

The  cost  of  Christian  discipleship 
runs  high  -  loss  of  inheritance  rights, 
family  ostracism,  official  harass- 


lqtaliy  wrong.  Moreover,  to  be 
effective  it  must  be  employed  from 
childhood.  It  is  unlikely  to  be  of  any 
benefit  at  all  to  the  current  adult 
population. 

A  more  logical  approach  would 
surely  be  to  screen  the  population 
for  high  blood  cholesterol  levels  and 
other  risk  factors  and  10  treat  these 
actively  when  they  arc  found.  Such 
an  approach  has  the  advantage  of 
treating  only  those  at  obvious  risk, 
without  interference  to  the  rest  of 
the  population  -  the  vast  majority. 

We  recommend  development  of  a 
practical  screening  programme, 
possibly  based  on  mobile  screening 
units  similar  io  those  found  so 
successful  in  the  detection,  treat¬ 
ment  and  eradication  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Funds  permitting,  we 
hope  soon  to  hav  e  such  a  prototype 
vehicle  encompassing  a  screening 
programme  which  will  be  available 
for  testing  the  screening  strategy 
approach  to  the  prevention  of  this 
dread  disease.

Complexities  of 
raising  Titanic 

From  Mr  William  Summers 
Sir.  The  current  enthusiasm  for 
disturbing  the  Titanic  prompts  me 
lo  ask  three  questions  of  anyone 
contemplating  so  complex  a  project. 
I  was  responsible  for  jacklifting  the 
Mary  Rose  in  1 982.  in  the  relatively 
calm  waters  of  the  Solent.  I  also 
happen  to  be  a  member  of  the 
sleclmaking  family  whose  name  I 
bear. 

The  first  question  concerns 
Titanic  herself.  Steel  was  in  its 
“early  manhood",  so  lo  speak,  in 
1910.  and  from  evidence,  the  hull 
suffered  disastrous  damage  in  the 
descent.  This  would  make  complete 
support  of  the  structure  necessary, 
very  much  as  the  Mary  Rose  -  but 
for  a  700ft.  40.000-lon  item! 

The  time  necessary  for  the 
armada  of  recovery  vessels  to 
emplace  remotely  such  a  svstem 
capable  of  controlling  the  ascent  of  a 
huge,  fragile  shell  would  surely  run 
the  nsk  of  storm  and  indeed 
icebergs,  either  during  the  lift  or  the 
laborious  low  to  shore. 

The  third  question  is  one  of  cost. 
Mv  guess  would  be  over  £100 
million,  and  merely  to  house  such  a 
corrosion  liability  would  mop  up 
any  conceivable  revenue  from  the 
most  ghoulish  of  crowds  seeking  the 
“echoes  of  ragtime",  and  scrap  steel 
fetches  only  £35  to  £40  a  ton.  Let  her 
rest.

Fixed  v  ‘flexT  link 

Front  Mr  W.  B.  Hemingway 
Sir.  1  was-  disappointed  but  not 
surprised  to  learn  from  your  paper 
today  that  those  with  a  vested 
interest  in  providing  the  existing 
freight  and  passenger  services  across 
the  English  Channel  are  girding 
themselves  to  campaign  anew 
against  the  construction  of  a  "fixed” 
link  between  Britain  and  France. 

You  published  a  letter  of  mine 
some  ten  years  qgo  expressing  the 
v  iew  that  the  English  Channel 
constituted  a  not  unimportant  non- 
tariff  barrier  to  trade  between 
Britain  and  the  rest  of  Europe,  given 
ihc  over-priced  ferry  services  and 
ihe  delays  at  ports  with  which 
exporters  from  the  UK  have  to 
contend. 

In  spite  of  the  undoubted 
Improvements  that  have  been  made 
in  the  meantime.  J  remain  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  existing  arrange¬ 
ments  remain  a  serious  impediment 
to  the  efficient  and  rapid  transport 
of  goods  and  people  between  Britain 
and  the  rest  of  a  Community  with 
which  our  fate  and  our  future  arc  - 
whether  wc  like  it  or  not  -  ever  more 
inextricably  linked. 

May  I  add  that  if  those  operating 
ihe  existing  arrangements. wish  to 
seek  our  support  for  their  campaign, 
they  would  be  well  advised  to  take  a 
leaf  out  of  the  book  of  their 
counterparts  in  the  Baltic.  Goods 
and  .  people,  cars,  lorries,  railway 
coaches  and  wagons  are  transported, 
with  a  minimum  of  fuss  on  loading 
and  unloading,  on  boats  which  are 
immensely  superior  to  the  rather 
“tally"  ships  of  whatever  nationality 
arc  used  on  the  Channel,  and  at  a 
fraction  of  the  scandalously  high 
lariffs  practised  more  or  less  in 
"unison”by  the  Channel  operators. 

On  a  recent  “peak”  weekend 
sailing  in  August  from  Denmark  lo 
Germany,  my  wife  and  I  with  our 
car  paid  the  equivalent  of  just  under 
£24  for  a  3  ^2 -hour  crossing  on  a 
superbly  appointed  ship.  At  the 
same  time  of  that  day,  the  journey 
from  Dover  to  Calais  would  have 
cost  us  £83  by  Sealink  or  £84  by 
Townsend  Thorcsen. 

1  venture  to  hope.  Sir,  that  our 
Prime  Minister  will  not  be  misled  by 
the  forthcoming  campaign  of  the 
“flexilinkens",  but  will  take  a  bold 
decision  in  favour  of  a  "fixed”  link, 
and  thereby  aim  our  country  firmly 
in  the  direction  of  the  2 1st  century.

the  Pntala  to-muiTiiw.  conducted  with 
all  formality  and  attended  by  a  quaint 

ceremonial. 

The  Tibeuins.  having  accepted  the 
British  lenm,  were  must  anxious  to 
have  the  l  redly  signed  on  the  4th.  both 
on  account  «if  the  daily  increasing 
indemnity  and  because  the  astrologers, 
who  live  in  a  magnificent  palace  near 
the  Debung  Monastery,  declare  that 
the  date  was  particularly  lucky.  To¬ 
morrow  is  another  lucky  day  for  the 
second  formality.  The  Tibetans  say 
that  th<y  would  never  have  opposed  the 
British  if  they  had  realized  that  the. 
latter  were  so  civilized,  powerful,  and 
rich. 

Outside  the  Polala  stands  a  Chinese 
pillar,  erected  to  commemorate 
Chinese  suzerainty  over  Tibet.  A 
similar  pillar  is  to  be  set  up  to 
perpetuate  the  treaty  with  Great 
Britain.

At  the  signature  of  the  treaty  to-day 
there  were  pr»sent  Colonel  Younghus- 
band  and  staff. . .. 

The  ruad  leading  up  to  the  Putab 
was  lined  with  in  Hips.  The  Potala.  iike 
s»  many  places  in  Lhasa,  proved  to  he  a 
dingy  structure  and  in  poor  repair.  We 
ascended  a  long  flight  of  stune  stairs 
■  v.hieh  were  mm  h  worn,  entered  a  dark 
gateway,  and  passed  through  narrow 
unlighted  passages  into  a  large  hail, 
which  Was  lighted  front  above. 
Symbolic  pictures  are  painted  on  the 
walls  and  the  pillars  are  painted  and 
carved.  Over  ihe  throse  is  a  canopy  of 
silk  on  which  dragons  are  worked,  but 
the  hangings  are  faded  and  in  parts 
discoloured.  Before  (be  formal  proceed¬ 
ings  were  ojtened  the  Tibetans  handed 
round  refreshments,  consisting  of  tea 
and  dried  fruits. 

Colonel  Younghusband  then  »aid 
that  he  understood  that  the  Tibetans 
wen?  willing  to  sign  the  treaty.  The 
councillor^  notified  their  assent,  and 
the  treaty  was  thereupon  read  aloud  by 
an  interpreter,  after  which  the  seals 
were  affixed  to  the  document  by  the 
councillors,  the  Abbots  of  three 
monasteries,  and  the  Amhan.  Colonel 
Younghusband  then  signed  the  treaty 
itself,  which  is  written  in  English, 
Tibetan,  and  Chinese  on  one  enormous 
sheet  of  paper.  The  Tibetans  objected 
for  superstitious  reasons  tu  signing  any 
document  consisting  of  more  than  one 
sheet.  As  there  were  five  copies  of  the 
treaty  to  be  signed  and  sealed  the 
process  took  a  long  time.  The  waiting 
apparently  tried  ihe  patience  of  the 
monks,  who  at  first  had  sat  or  stood 
silently  in  the  deepest  abstraction. 
They  now  wandered  about  the  hall, 
smiling  and  laughing  in  the  faces  of  the 
British  officers,  eating  nuts  and  dried 
fruit,  and  scattering  Ihe  shells  and 
kernels  on  the  floor. 

Alter  the  signing  and  sealing  had 
heen  completed  those  present  took 
their  seats  again,  and  Colonel 
Ynunghusband  made  the  following 
speech  which  was  listened  to  with  the 
deepest  at  tent  rum - 

"The  Convention  has  been  signed 
and  we  are  now  at  peace.  The 
misunderstandings  of  the  past  are  over, 
and  a  basis  has  heen  laid  for  mutual 
good  relations  in  future.  In  the 
Convention  the  British  Government 
have  heen  careful  to  avoid  interfering 
in  the  smallest  degree  with  your 
religion.  They  have  annexed  no  part  of 
your  internal  affairs,  and  have  fully 
recognized  the  continued  suzerainty  of 
the  Chinese  Government.  They  have 
merely  sought  to  ensure  that  you  abide 
by  the  treaty  made  by  the  Amban  in 
1890:... 

“The  treaty  which  has  now  been 
made  1  promise  you  on  behalf  of  the 
British  Government  we  will  rigidly 
observe,  but  I  also  warn  you  that  we 
sbaU  as  rigidly  enforce  it-  Any 
infringement  of  it  will  be  severely 
punished  in  the  end.  Any  obstruction 
or  trade  and  disrespect  on  injury  to 
British  subjects  will  be  noticed  and 
reparation  exacted.  We  treat  you  well 
when  you  come  to  India.  We  do  not 
take  a  single  rupee  in  Customs  duty 
from  your  merchants.  We  allow  any  of 
you  Pi  travel  and  reside  wherever  you 
will  in  India.  We  preserve  Lhe  ancient 
buildings  1  >f  the  Buddhist  faith,  and  we 
expect  ihji  when  we  come  to  Tibet  we 
should  he  treated  with  no  less 
consideration  and  respect  than  we 
show  to  you  in  India.  You  have  found 
us  bad  enemies  when  you  have  not 
ohserved  mealy  obligations  and  have 
shown  disrespect  lo  the  British  Raj. 
You  will  find  us  equally  good  friends  if 
you  keep  the  treaty  and  show  us 
civility. . . .

The  Bill 
should  put  overwhelming  emphasis  on 
self-regulation  in  professional  markets, 
but  '  give  •  more  room  .  for  statutory 
consumer  protection  ai  the  street  end  The 
old  Prevention  of  Fraud  (Investments) 
Act,  while  extremely  fussy,  did  wonders 
for  public  .confidence  in  unit  trusts. 
Similar  protection  against  cold-call  push¬ 
ing  of  unquoted  shares,  for  instance,  could 
play  a  part  in  promoting  the  mass  share 
ownership  drive  started  by  privatization. 

A  new  broom  should  also  be  able  to 
sweep  us  out  of  the  pit  opening  up  over 
reciprocity,  with  financial  institutions  in 
Japan.  Responses  to  the  department’s 
letter  about  this  are  due  by  the  end  of  the 
week.  Mr  Howard  can  usefully  take  the 
opportunity  of  the  City  “big  bang**  to 
negotiate  equal  treatment  in  Tokyo 
between  British  and  Japanese  firms  (with 
numbers  of  licences  attached).  The  idea 
that  Japan  must  change  its  internal  laws 
separating  financial  functions  before 
Japanese  firms  cap  enjoy  new  freedom  in 
London  is,  however,  more  likely  to 
achieve  friction  .than  results  and  smacks  of 
the  kind  of  extraterritorial  view  of  legal 
structures  that  We  so  rightly  condemn  in 
Washington.

Mr  Paul  Volcker,  chairman 
of  the  United  States  Federal 
Reserve  Board,  the  American 
central  bank,  yesterday  ex¬ 
pressed  his  strong  concern  over 
mounting  Strains  on  the  US 
hanking  system  but  urged 
Congress  not  to  over-react  by 
passing  broad  new  legislation. 

The  most  pressing  problems 
facing  the  US  financial  system 
arc  .the  continued  growth  of 
both  private  and  corporate  debt 
and  the  excessive  risks,  “the 
manipulations  being  under¬ 
taken  by  some  financial  insti¬ 
tutions"  Mr  Volcker  said  in 
congressional  testimony. 

He  warned  Congress  that 
"excessive  risk-taking  was  in¬ 
creasing  among  both  fedcrally- 
chartered  and  state-chartered 
financial  institutions.  These 
excesses  must  be  curbed  by 
changing  the  rules  to  ensure  that 
managers  and  owners  of  failing 
institutions  "are  not  immu¬ 
nized  from  the  consequences  of 
bad  decision  making".  Mr 
Volcker  said. 

He  testified  on  a  day  in  which 
the  Commerce  Department 
reported  that  American  busi¬ 
nesses  had  scaled  back  sharply 
their  capital  spending  plans  for 
1985  and  Mr  Preston  Martin, 
vice-chairman  of  the  Fed. 
disagreed  with  administration

BTR  set  to  keep  making  money 


The  BTR  profits  juggernaut 
thunders  relentlessly  on.  It  is  in 
top  gear  and  there  is  no  sign  of 
it  slowing  down,  let  alone 
stopping.  Even  the  acquisition 
of  Dunlop  did  not  require  a 
gear  change,  and  that  company 
has  been  hoisted  almost  effort¬ 
lessly  aboard. 

Pretax  profits  rose  to  £15 1 
million  from  £1 1 5  million  and 
were  comfortably  at  the  top 
end  of  analysts'  expectations. 
With  speculation  about  a  rights 
issue  proving  unfounded,  the 
shares  rose  13p  to  356p. 

However,  there  was  some 
resistance  to  buying  the  shares 
above  360p.  suggesting  that 
there  is  a  suspicion  that  BTR 
might  seek  more  funds  from  its 
shareholders.  With  gearing 
running  at  around  90  per  cent 
there  might  seem  to  be  a  case 
for  such  a  move,  but  Sir  Owen 
Green.  BTR‘s  chairman,  would 
disagree.  So  confident  is  he  of 
the  group's  cash -generating 
capacity  in  the  second  half  that 
he  believes  gearing  will  be  back 
to  65  per  cent  by  the  year  end.

This  docs  not  necessarily 
mean  that  the  group  will  be 
standing  still.  BTR  has  been 
active  in  thc  European  money 
markets,  seeking  not  only  some 
fixed-rate  loans  to  replace 
existing  debt,  but  also  to  set  up 
facilities  should  it  need  cash  in 
a  hurry.  If  acquisition  oppor¬ 
tunities  arise  BTR  is  not  goinc 
to  miss  them  through  lack  of 
funds. 

The  first  half  was  generally 
one  of  improvement  across  the 
board.  Only  thc  construction 
di  i  is  ion  and  financial  services 
division  failed  to  register  an 
increase  in  operating  profits. 
Construction  stood  still  and 
the  financial  services  division, 
maiqly  ComhilL  dropped  by  £1 
million  to  £8  million.

It  is  increasingly  difficult  to 
find  clouds  on  the  BTR 
horizon  although  there  must  be 
some  worries  about  South 
Africa.  The  company  had  had 
labour  difficulties  which  still 
rumble  on.  and  the  political 
uncertainty  has  forced  postpo¬ 
nement  of  the  proposed  merger 
of  the  BTR  and  Dunlop 
subsidiaries  there. 

Since  thc  move  to  year-end 
exchange  rates  for  currency' 
translation  purposes  there 
must  now  be  some  doubts 

about  the  impact  on  the  full- 
year  results.  At  half  lime  there 
was  only  a  minimal  effect  but 
this  could  be  more  pronounced 
come  December. 

Costain 

The  stock  market  is  not  nearly 
as  sensitive  to  change  as  its 
volatility  suggests.  A  case  in 
point  is  Costain,  where  the 
transformation  from  dreary 
construction  company  into  a 
well  spread  group  taking  in 
coal  mining,  house  building 
and  property  dc\elopmeni  has 
gone  largely  unnoticed. 

The  first  important  expan¬ 
sion  in  coal  mining  took  place 
in  1982.  and  by  the  end  of  the 
following  year  production  was 
running  at  10  million  tonnes  a 
year.  Soon  it  will  be  up  to  18 
million  tonnes,  with  most  of 
the  increase  taking  place  in 
America.  Profits  do  not  move 
exactly  in  line  wiih  output  but 
(hey  should  nevertheless  jump 
from  last  year's  £12  million  to 
nearer £20  million  next  year. 

House  building  has  also 
grown  \  cry  quickly,  with 
completions  rising  from  400  or 
so  in  (9S2  to  a  projected  1.700 
this  year.  Profits  have  grown 
esen"  faster  and  looks  set  to 
continue  upwards. 

Similarly  the  property  port¬ 


folio  has  doubled  in  value  over 
thc  last  four  years  to  about 
£120  million.  Profits  from 
property  sales  have  jumped  to 
an  annual  rale  of  between  £10 
million  and  £15  mUlioti. 

The  cost  of  this  expansion 
has  restricted  profits  growth. 
Indeed,  interim  profits  would 
actually  have  fallen  but  for  the 
property  disposal.  Including 
these,  the  company  made  £24.8 
million  before  tax  in  thc  latest 
six  months,  up  from  £17.3 
million. 

That  was  cut  by  £2.5  million 
thanks  to  exchange  rate  move¬ 
ments.

Mound  Stand  in  £4  Y2  m  facelift 


Plans  for  the  redevelopment  of  the 
'Mound  Stand,  built  in  1899,  were 
approved  at  Lord's  yesterday  at  A 
Special  General  Meeting  of  JVICC 
by  a  rate  of  5,777  in  favour  to  277 
against.  This,  of  course,  included  the 
postal  vote.  The  design  is  aimed  at 
retaining  the  “best  features”  of  the 
present  stand,  such  as  they  are,  and 
providing  two  floors  of  .  new 
accommodation,  comprising  hospi¬ 
tality  boxes,  debenture  seating, 
restaurants  and  bars.  The  building 
will  be  done  in  two  phases,  before 
and  after  the  1986  season.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  stand  will  be  in  full 
use  by  1987,  the  bi-centenary  of 
MCC. 

There  were-  no  setbacks  yester-

day.  such  as  marked  the  correspond¬ 
ing  meeting  at  which  the  plans  for 
•the  Tavern  Stand,  opened  in  1967, 
were  presented  to  the  members.  As  a 
result  of  their  protestations,  the 
private  boxes  were  limited  to  one 
tier,  a  decision  which  went  against 
the  committee's  wishes  and  has  cost 
the  club  countless  thousands  of 
pounds.  A  box  is  reckoned  to  be 
worth  £10.000  a  year  to  the  club  and 
for  a  Lord’s  Test  match  anything  up 
•  to  1.750  members  now  ballot  for -the 
26  boxes  available  to  them. 

The  cost  of  the  Tavern  Stand  was 
in  the  region,  of  £250.000.  That  of 
the  new  Mound  Stand  will  be  nearer 
£4!A  million.  The  Warner  Stand,  the 
other  to  have  been  built  since  the 


war.  was  opened  in  1958.  The  Indoor 
Cricket  School  went  up  in  the  late 
seventies,  heaven  knows  what  a 
really  worthwhile  redevelopment  of 
the  Nursery  End,  on  either  side  of 
the  gap  through  into  the  Nnrsery 
itself,  will  come  to.  but  it  is  badly 
needed  and  cooJd  be  made  to  add 
substantially  to  tbe  capacity  of  the 
ground. 

The  new  TCCB  offices  behind  tbe 
real  tennis  and  squash  courts  were 
opened  in  the  spring,  and  this 
evening  after  play,  the  President  of 
MCC  will  open  a  new  library. 
Situated  above  the  gallery  to  the  real 
tennis  court,  it  is  a  splendid 
improvement  on  the  poky  old 
quarters  whence  it  came.

Sevan.- and  jobbers  Wedd 
Duriachef  to  take  advantage  of  next 
year’s  Stock  Exchange  deregulation 
ivln  Ciiy  terms,  mould-breaking.  .. 

Yet  the  clearing  bank  image 
persists.  Although  we  are  by  anv 
standards  one  of  the  world’s  biggest 
and  most  profitable  banks,  we  have 
id  work  hard  to  persuade  the  very 
best  graduates  we  have  something  to 
offer  that  is  every  bit  as  exciting  and 
challenging  as  anything  other  well- 
known  multinational  institutions 
can  provide. 

But  it  is  the  other  problem  -  how 
graduates  see  themselves  and  how 
they  appear  to  us  -  which  causes  me 
the  greater  concern,  and  which,  I 
suspect,  will  find  echoes  in  many 
other  large  organizations.  , . 

The  Oxbridge  careers  advisory 
service  says  Barclays  lias  one  of  the 
best  .  management  development 
programmes  it  has  seen.  We  will  put 
graduates  with  good  degrees  through, 
a  four-  to  five-year  training  pro¬ 
gramme  (real  high-fliers  cab  do  it  in. 
three)  which  will  ensure  they  get  a 
management  post 

It  is.  of  course.- gratifying  to  be 
told  your  scheme  :  js  one  of  the  best 


Britain  today  needs 
schools  that  will 
take  preparation  for 
the  business  world 
much  more  seriously, 
says  Robert  Sale 


It  is  less  gratifying  to  have  to  say  in 
response  to  such  compliments  that 
if  the  education  system  did  its  job 
better.  Barclays  would  have  a  far 
easier  job  and  would  be  able  to  turn 
management  potential  into  reality 
more  quickly  and  cheaply. 

Almost  the  first  thing  ’we  do  with 
the  60  graduates  we  select  every-  year 
is  send  them  to  Brathay  Hall. 
Cumbria,  for  a  week's  “action-cen¬ 
tred  leadership”  course.  It  can  be. 
and  frequently  is.  a  salutary 
experience.  It  is  often  their  first 


opportunity  to  take  charge  of  other 
people  and  gel  them  to  perform  a 
task. 

Quite  often  their  first  lesson  is 
that  they  canncil  organize  others  in 
quite  the  way  they  assumed.  It  is  a 
quick  and  effective  way  of  bringing 
their  shortcomings  home  to  them. 

But  why  should  such  vital,  but 
basic,  training  be  necessary  at  the 
outset,  and  why  must  it  be  followed 
by  such  a  comprehensive  training 
scheme?  This  country  is  lagging 
behind  many  others  in  the  way  it 


educates  its  brightest  people  for  the 
business  world.  It  seems  to  be 
assumed  that  people  with  a  good 
honours  degree  will  magically  get 
management  skills  when  they  go  out 
into  the  big.  wide  world. 

In  countries  such  as  France,  by 
contrast,  courses  which  acclimatize 
students  to  business  and  commerce 
are  built  into  the  secondary  and 
tertiary  curricula. 

What  we  urgently  need  in  this 
country  is: 

•  Schools  that  take  business,  and 
preparation  for  it.  much  more 
seriously 

•  Many  more  teachers  who  have 
spent  some  time  in  business  and 
commerce  and  are  more  aware  of 
what  happens  when  children  leave 
school.  We  in  Barclays  are  only  too 
glad  to  assist 

•  Greater  emphasis  on  business 
awareness 

•  An  attempt  to  teach  the  basics  of 
leadership  and  how  to  apply  them. 

The  team  captain  or  the  prefect 
begins  to  learn  leadership  “on  the 
job”.  Others  should  be  taught  the 
principles.  The  University  of  Surrey 
at  Guildford  now  has  its  own  chair 
in  leadership  studies  and  there  is 


much  material  on  which  teachers 
could  draw. 

There  must  also  be  an  added 
dimension  to  tertiary  education.  It  is 
an  old  complaint,  but  no  less  true  on 
that  account,  that  too  many 
universities  simply  ignore  the 
broader  aspects  of  education  in 
favour  of  the  purely  academic. 

The  ideal  candidates,  in  my  view, 
should  spend  two-thirds  of  their 
lime  at  university  on  their  degrees 
and  one  third  doing  something  like 
Voluntary  Service  Overseas,  the 
Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Award 
Scheme,  or  work  for  Oxfam.  They 
have  to  learn  to  meet  the  world  in  an 
unprotected  wav  and  stand  on  ihcir 
own  feet. 

Some  of  the  best  Barclays 
graduate  intoke  are  those  who  come 
from  the  armed  forces  after  shon- 
scrvice  commissions,  having  in  the 

process  graduated  from  university. 
They  have  done  a  bit  of  square 
bashing,  made  fools  of  themselves 
and  thereby  learned  from  their 
mistakes,  developed  their  person¬ 
alities  and  acquired  a  degree  of 
justifiable  self-confidencc.  That  type 
of  person  is  firing  on  all  four 
cylinders  from  the  word  go. 


What  about  the  future?  Will 
things  get  better  or  worse? 

.As  far  as  one  can  see,  there  will  be 
increasing  competition  in  the  finan¬ 
cial  arena,  and  ihlemationaJ  organi¬ 
zations  such  as  Barclays  will 
continue  to  provide  stimulating 
opponuniies  for  the  well-qualified, 
all-round  graduate.  If  current  trends 
continue,  the  UK  might  not  be  able 
to  supply  enough  graduates  who  can 
measure  up  to  the  high  standards 
needed. 

But  international  companies  such 
as  Barclays  cannot  afford  to  lower 
their  standards.  So  those  graduates 
who  do  not  measure  up  will  find  n 
increasingly  difficult  to  get  jobs  for 
which  they  have  been  led  to  believe 
their  purely  academic  achievement 
qualifies  them.  Many  of  them  will  be 
able  to  take  advantage  of  greater 
opportunities  only  if  they  seize  the 
initiative  now  to  develop  broader 
capabilities  while  still  completing 
their  academic  studies.  Bui  this 
implies  a  marked  change  in  ap¬ 
proach  by  both  students  and 
academic  institutions.

A  guide  to 
career  choice 


The  right  help  at  the  right  time 


In  the  complexity  of  modem  life  most 
ot  us  experience  pressure,  stress  and 
often  loneliness.  Nearly  all  of  us  have 
had  a  longing  to  unburden  ourselves 
to  others.  For  some  this  is  brought 
about  by  a  crisis  creating  a  desperate 
problem;  for  others  il  is  the  result  of 
simply  being  worn  down  by  a  longer 
term  worry. 

In  the  past  we  were  able  to  turn 
perhaps  to  a  member  of  the  extended 
family  or  a  religious  leader.  During 
the  past  few  years  more  of  us  have 
turned  to  total  strangers  for  help. 

Every  year  about  300.000  seek  the 
services  of  professional  counsellors  or 
those  with  counselling  skills  for  help 
in  coping  with  life  generally,  in 
working  through  difficulties,  perhaps 
marital  or  sexual,  or  dealing  with  a 
specific  problem,  such  as  cancer  or 
redundancy. 

Liz  Shedden.  of  Care  and  CpunseL 
said;  “The  growth  of  counselling  is 
also  part  of  an  increasing  openess  in 
thinking  and  talking  about  emotions. 
U  is  okay  to  have  an  emotional  life.” 

Counselling  is  a  much  used  and 
much  misunderstood  term.  It  is  a 
relationship  in  which  a  trained 
counsellor  helps  a  client  in  a  non- 
threatening  environment  to  share  and 
to  express  thoughts  and  feelings,  and 
iu  understand  them. 

Clients  are  helped 
to  identify  options 

In  the  process  the  client  is  helped  to 
identify  options,  to  choose  between 
them  and  to  marshall  his  or  her  own 
inner  resources  in  order  to  overcome 
tin*  problem.  Counselling  is  not 
guild i ng  or  telling  the  diem  what  is 
wrong,  but  rather  helping  the  client  to 
decide  for  his  or  her  self.  It  can  be  on 
a  one-to-one  basis  and  also  in  groups. 

In  ihc  United  States  counselling  is 
now  a  well  established  profession,  but 
n  is  less  so  in  Britain.  Although  the 
demand  is  large,  funding  for  counsel¬ 
ling  services  so  far  is  inadequate  - 
particularly  within  the  Health  Service 
-  and  the  number  of  trained 
counsellors  exceeds  the  number  of 
full-time  counselling  positions. 

It  is  not  enough  for  a  counsellor  to 
tv  a  nice,  caring,  sympaihic  person. 
Tony  Milne,  director  of  counselling  at 
i he  Centre  for  Professional  Employ, 
tnent  Counselling,  said  that  before 
training  professionally,  would-be 
counsellors  need  to  have  developed 
certain  qualities  that  are  not  always 
comfortable  to  live  with. 

Counsellors  need  to  be  able  to 
accept  their  clients  for  what  they  arc. 

It  is  essential  not  to  judge  the 
sometimes  very  different  behaviour 
and  beliefs  of  others,  while  holding  on 
to  firm  beliefs  of  their  own.  It  can  be 
difficult  not  to  make  judgments  about 
or  on  behalf  of  clients.  Counsellors 
need  to  empathize,  to  be  able  to  put 
themselves  in  the  position  of  others, 
to  experience  their  pain  and  firus-

i rations,  without  forgetting  their  own 
boundaries  as  counsellors. 

This  quality  often  comes  from 
experience  of  life.  People  who  cope 
with  their  own  grief,  hurt  and  failure 
can  give  more  to  their  clients.  Indeed, 
a  willingness  to  Icam  about  oneself 
and  others  is  a  prerequisite  for  any 
would-be  counsellor. 

Being  a  good  listener  is  not  enough 
and  training  includes  understanding 
non-verbal  as  well  as  verbal  com¬ 
munication.  learning  how  to  make 
sense  of  the  silences  as  well  as  the 
words.  Counsellors  also  need  to  be 
discreet  although  discussions  of 
client's  needs  are  allowed  with 
supervisors. 

For  most  full-time  counselling 
posts,  or  jobs  where  counselling  skills 
arc  a  major  element,  a  year's  full  or 
part-time  equivalent  course  is  needed. 
The  courses  are  demanding,  intellec¬ 
tually  and  personally. 

They  cover  self-knowledge,  coun¬ 
selling  skills,  theories  of  counselling, 
developmental  and  social  psychology, 
sociology,  vocational  counselling, 
guidance,  psychometric  testing  and 
knowledge  of  the  social  services  and 
other  sources  of  help. 

Teaching  methods  include  a  lot  of 
experience  type  work,  role  play  and 
simulations  as  well  as  supervised 
counselling  practice  and  working 
attachments.  Counselling  is  about 
personal  growth  and  development 
and  trainee  counsellors  -  and  their 
families  --  can  find  this  stressful. 

There  arc  also  shorter  courses  that 
tend  to  specialize  in  counselling  skills, 
often  related  to  those  needed  in  a 
specific  service  or  agency.  Several 
organizations  such  as  the  National 
Marriage  Guidance  Council  run  their 
own  training  schemes.  To  get  the 
flavour  of  what  is  available  the 
directory  of  Training,  in  Counselling, 
published  by  The  British  Association 
for  Counselling,  at  £3.  is  invaluable. 

Training  in  counselling  is  a 
continuing  process.  The  association 
requires  that  all  its  accredited 
counsellors  have  a  supervisor  -  to 
give  a  second  view  on  clients  and  to 
provide  an  outlet  for  emotional 
overload,  a  hazard  of  the  job. 

The  most  common  introduction  to 
counselling  is  through  pastoral  work 
with  religious  bodies  or  through  part- 
time  voluntary  counselling  with 
voluntary  organizations  and  self-help 
groups. 

Counselling  is  a  popular  second 
career.  Those  who  develop  an  interest 
can  train  part-time  for  voluntary  work 
and  subsequently  pursue  their  train-.

In 
selecting  students  for  counselling 
courses,  experience  of  life  is  a  prime 
requirement  Colleges  such  as  the 
Westminster  Pastoral  Foundation 
consider  it  more  important  than  any . 
academic  qualification,  although 1 
students  will  often  have  had  training 
in  other  areas. 

Once  qualified',  the  largest  employ¬ 
ment  area  for  counsellors  or  those 
with  counselling  skills,  is  education, 
particularly  secondary  education.  All 
local  education  authorities  have  staff 
with  pastoral  responsibilities  in  tbejr 
schools  if  not  counsellors.  Their 
work  covers  counselling  on  edu¬ 
cational.  vocational  and  personal 
matters. 

Within  the  education  system  both  a 
leaching  and  counselling  qualification 
are  usually  needed.  Posts  advertised 
in  the  educational  press  are  the  more 
limited  number  of  jobs  in  colleges  of 
farther  education. 

In  the  tertiary  sector  most  insti¬ 
tutions  have  full-time  counselling 
services,  whose  work  covers  helping 
with  personal  issues,  academic  prob¬ 
lems  and  career  work. 

There  are  still  no  pay  scales  for 
counsellors  -  working  with  adults  -  in 
the  HeaiLh  Service,  despite  research 
that  shows  up  to  one  third  of  all 

Private  agencies  have  . 
emerged  recently 

patients  who  consult  their  doctors 
have  a  “life  problem”  rather  than  an 
organic  complaint.  Some  of  the 
medical  profession  have,  however, 
recognised  the  benefits  of  counselling 
and  find  ways  of  employing  counsel¬ 
lors  in  other  guises,  or  of  allowing 
private  counsellors  to  visit  clinics. 

A  growing  number  of  counsellors 
are  employed,  for  example,  to  work 
with  the  bereaved  and  the  terminally 
ill. 

Many  counsellors  establish  their 
own  practices,  working  part-time 
within  the  Health  Service  and.  to 
some  extent,  voluntary  services. 
Private  practice  is  not  as  developed  as 
in  the  United  States  but  a  number  of 
small  private  specialists  counselling 
agencies  have  emerged  recently  and 
arc  thriving.  Derek  Blows  of  the 
Westminster  Pastoral  Foundation 
claims  that  few  good  trained  counsel¬ 
lors  “beg  for  bread”,  although  many 
arc  not  that  well  paid. 

h  is  ironic  that  counselling,  which 
conforms  so  closely  to  Mrs  Thatcher's 
ideals  of  helping  others  to  help 
themselves  and.  is  in  great  demand, 
should  still  be  so  poorly  funded.  But 
the  need  for  counselling  is  expanding 
and  opportunities  for  career  changes 
are  likely  to  grow.

A  new  and  well-connected  \ 
watchdog  group  has  eraeiged  i 
in  Washington  to  pound  tnc 

wcll-bcaten  warpath  blazed  by  1 
Dr  Bowdler  who  knifed  Juliet  i 
and  Lear  and  pressed  for  j 
Othello  to  "moved  “from  Uie  j 
parlour  to  the  cabinet”.  \ 

Bearing  the  faintly  Orwel¬ 
lian  name  of  the.  Parents  i 
Music  Resource  Centre,  the 
group  aims  to  clean  up  the 
record  and  video  industry, 
and  has  targeted  stars  like 
Madonna.  Prince;  Cyndi 
Laupcr  and  even  Bruce 
Springsteen,  the  Boss  himself. 

In  short,  the  watchdogs 
think  that  many  rock  songs 
have  dirty  words.  They  want 
'  radio  stations  to  stop  playing 
them  and  are  pressing  record 
companies  to  gradcrecordsall 
the  *way  up  to  a. 

For  example  they  would 
give  an  X  to  Prince's  album 
purple  Rain,  which  has  a 
crudely  worded  song  and  has 
already  sold  TO  million  copies. 

The  pressure  group's  lead¬ 
ers.  include  the  wife  of  the 
Score  La  rv  id  the  Treasury,  the 
wife  o’f  a  senator  from 
Tennessee  . and  the  wife  of  a 
leading  Washington  devel¬ 
oper.-  They  admit  that  in 
running  their  crusade  it  helps 
to  be  married  to  important

Copies  of  verses  are  necess¬ 
ary,  of  course,  because  the 
words  of  many  rock  songs  arc 
unintelligible. '  lost  in  noise, 
shrieking  and  the  sandpaper 
throats  of  performers,  in 
seeking  out  the  words,  watch¬ 
dogs  have  to  make  an  effort  to 
be  offended.  .  , 

.One  of  Bruce  Springsteen  s 
songs  was  thought  to  be  about 
rape,  but  on  analysis  it  turned 
out  to  be  about  pram.  On 
the  other  ■  band,  President 

Reagan,  thinking  the  Spnng 
teen  hit  “Bom  in  the  USA 
was  a  fiercely  patriotic  anthem 
in  keeping  with  the  times, 
hailed  it  as  a  message  of  hope. 

In  fact  it  is  a  bitter  song,  which 
includes  the  lines:  “So  they 
put  a  rifle  in  my  hand,  sent  me 
off  to  a  foreign  land,  to  go  and 
kill  the  yellow  man".

mission  guidelines  controlling 
what  goes  on  the  air.  and 
manv  individual  stations  have 
strict  rules  because  they  serve 
conservative  audiences  and 
advertisers.
